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THE FIFTH PRINCIPAL PRODUCT 
OF COTTONSEED—DELINT— 
AND ITS MARKET. 


The final report of the Government 
giving the quantity of cottonseed 
crushed and the linters obtained from 
the cotton crop of 1915, together with 
the number of seed mills in operation, 
emphasizes a new development in the 
cottonseed product industry which has 
come into prominence during the past 
six months—the production of delint on 
a large scale. 

Until quite recently there were but 
four principal products of cottonseed— 
oil, meal, lint and hulls. It is true 
that for a number of years there was 
a fifth product, delint, but it was made 
in small quantities only and was usu- 
ally inferior in quality; but, with the 
demand for linters for use in the manu- 
facture of munitions of war, the mar- 
ket opening for delint assumed such 
proportions that it may now be classi- 
fied as the fifth principal product of 
cottonseed. 

Two products result from delinting 
cottonseed hulls, delinted hull and de- 
lint, or fibre. Delinted hull is simply 
coarse hull particles, one-third to one- 
half the size of the raw hull. Delint 
is the fibre which clings to the hull and 
is left by the linter on the seed. It is 
short fibre, but is free of trash or 
coarse hull. Its cellulose content ranges 
from 70 to 81 per cent., and in this re- 
spect it is equal to the average mill run 
linters produced this season, 

The demand for this product, which 
could be used equally well in the man- 
ufacture of guncotton as lint, and 
which is produced from a product of 
very much less value, has led during 
the past oil mill season to added efforts 
to get the lint. The mills which took 
a large cut of linters made money. 
With a production of from 50 to 60 
pounds of actual lint or long fibre from 
the average ton of seed the linters this 
year simply blended the lint and the 
delint, to their financial advantage and 
to the satisfaction of munition makers. 

According to estimates, prepared 
after careful checking up of linter 
processes in Southern milJs, a ton of 
cottonseed would produce from 200 to 
300 pounds of lint total. A mill cut- 
ting 100 pounds of lint per ton pro- 
duced about 600 pounds of hulls, and a 
ton of these hulls would produce 500 
pounds of delint. Analysis of mills 


cutting 200 pounds or more of lint to 
the ton show 26.11 per cent cellulose, or 
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523 pounds of pure delint to a ton of 
hulls. In other words, a ton of hulls 
this season has averaged from 450 tuo 
550 pounds of high grade delint to the 
ton 

In addition to the demand for war 
munition purposes, delint has proved 
a satisfactory source of cellulose for 
paper making, with a growing demand 
as its value for this purpose becomes 
known, 

Bearing in mind this new develop- 
ment since the opening of European 
hostilities, the figures of the linters 
production for the past four years will 
be found of unusual interest, as indic- 
ative of what may follow for 1916, and 
for subsequent years when paper mak- 
ers and other commercial utilizers of 
cellulose awaken to the possibilities in 
this once despised by-product of cot- 
tonseed. 

The Government summary compari- 
son of production for 1912, 1913, 1914 and 
1915 is as follows:—

It will be seen at once from these 
Statistics that while there was a de- 
crease of 4,810,000 bales in the produc- 
tion of cotton itself in the year 1915, 
as compared with 1914, the output of 
linters to the contrary was approxi- 
mately 100,000 bales larger last year 
than the year before—showing a much 
closer degree of milling, and the pro- 
duction of a larger proportional output 
than ever of “‘linters,” which in this 
case included under that generic term a 
large amount of ‘‘delint.” 





USING THE HYPODERMIC UPON 
NEW YORK NARCOTIC 
LAW BOARD. 





The “powers that be’ in the New 
York State Legislature, try as they 
may, will find it a difficult task this 
Fall to convince the druggists, physi- 
cians, veterinarians, dentists and oth- 
ers of the professions allowed to pre- 
scribe narcotics for specific uses that 
the lawmakers of this State actually 
believe in scientific regulation of the 
narcotic drug habit and of the sale of 
such habit-forming mind and body de- 
stroyers to unauthorized recipients. 

If the records of non-achievement 
mean anything—and to those having 
the best interests of the drug trade and 
the cited professions at heart they do 
mean a great deal—there is something 
deplorable in the manner in which nec- 
essary remedial legislation relating to 
the sale and distribution of narcotics 
has been deliberately set aside, 

To date, the net results of weeks of 
heated arguments, disputes in commit- 
tee, the introduction, reintroduction 
and revision of many anti-narcotic 
bills, and the final passage of a reso- 
lution calling for the appointment of 
a special investigating board of five 
members, are—nothing. Every narcotic 
bill was either killed on the floor of 
the Legislature or allowed to die a 
lingering death in the chambers of the 
Assembly or Senate committees. 

The compromise thus adopted dur- 
ing the last hours of the Legislature— 
and generally admitted to be in point 
of view of utility, foresight and gen- 
eral legislative sense one of the best- 
considered of all the plans submitted— 
called for the appointment of two 
members of the State Senate and three 
members of the State Assembly, this 
committee to act as an investigatory 
body. 

The appointments of this board were 
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to have been made at once after the 
close of the legislative session, the ob- 
ject being to allow the members of the 
body eight months in which to inves- 
tigate thoroughly all the existing nar- 
cotic laws of this and all other States, 
and then, after such investigation, to 
draft a model measure which should 
either be a substitute for, or be a per- 
fecting act to the narcotic legislation 
now on the statute books of the Em- 
pire State. This resolution was adopt- 
ed, and, that the work of the commis- 
sion should not be a labor of love, the 
sum of $5,000 was appropriated to de- 
fray the expenses incident upon the 
completion of this work. 

This commission was authorized on 
April 20, but it was not until the first 
week in June that Speaker Sweet of 
the House found time to appoint the 
three members designated from his 
branch of the Legislature—Assembly- 
man Maurice Bloch, co-author with 
Senator John J. Boylan of all the so- 
called Boylan-Bloch narcotic bills; As- 
semblyman George Brennan of Kings 
county, and R. M. Prangen of Steu- 
ben county. Assemblyman Bloch, as 
the associate of Senator Boylan, was 
not the candidate of the medical, phar- 
maceutical, drug, judicial and civic re- 
form interests of the State which had 
labored so energetically te defeat the 
Boylan-Bloch measures. 

The appointment of the remaining 
two members of the commission rested 
in the hands of the president of the 
Senate, Elon R. Brown, of Watertown 
—and still rests. Under date of June 
28, in response to a letter of inquiry as 
to the status of the commission and 
the probable time of appointment, the 
Reporter has received the following 
lucid explanatory letter:

HAS THE OPIUM MARKET 
BROKEN AFTER MAKING 50- 
YEAR HIGH RECORD? 





Opium is beginning to break, after 
reaching the highest figure attained in 
almost half a century—$11.50 a pound. 
The upward movement in the price of 
gum has been almost continuous since 
last July, when the quotation was $7 
a pound in cases, until the second week 
of February of this year, when the 
high level of $11.50 per pound was 
reached, which has been maintained 
without change until a week ago. 
Whether or not the sagging in the 
market will continue into an abrupt 
drop, or whether the prices will re- 
cover and even reach a new high level 
is a question that no one familiar with 
other “war price” markets cares to 
answer definitely. 

The constant rise in prices. since 
July, 1915, was accomplished natural- 
ly, chiefly because of the extensive buy- 
ing of morphine, codeine and heroin 
(morphine diacetyl) by foreign con- 
sumers, which has continued without 
abatement until quite recently. Then 
a new factor entered into the market, 
for Europeam purchases of morphine 
and similar derivatives have ceased al- 
together, since the consumers on the 
Continent and in Great Britain are in 
a position to obtain their supplies at 
much lower prices than can be quoted 
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by American manufacturers. England 
is the new center of this trade, for 
these products are now being manu- 
factured there by the use of East In- 
dia gum--which contains less than the 
9 per cent. minimum morphia con- 
tent required in gum opium for admis- 
sion to this country—and is much 
cheaper than the Turkish or Persian 
gums, which are the only varieties ad- 
mitted to the United States under our 
regulations, 


In addition to the restrictive in- 
fluence of Great Britain’s underselling 
of the opium derivatives because of 
the use of East Indian gum in mak- 
ing such products, the American man- 
ufacturers have also faced a home- 
created difficulty which has militated 
against shipments abroad. The Treas- 
ury Department of the United States 
has neglected to pay the drawbacks on 
opium derivatives made by domestic 
manufacturers, allowed because of the 
use of foreign primary material sent 
back in the form of a finished prod- 
uct, and this lack of action on the part 
of governmental authorities rolled up 
a drawback payment balance still due 
of approximately half a million dol- 
lars. American derivative makers are 
therefore somewhat reluctant to con- 
tinue shipments under such conditions 
until they have received at least a 
part of the drawback now long over- 
due. 


An important factor in the advance 
in this country has been the increas- 
ing difficulty experienced in obtaining 
gum opium from Turkey and Mace- 
donia, but this difficulty has been re- 
lieved somewhat as far as shipments 
from Macedonia are concerned, al- 
though, naturally, on account of war 
conditions, the Turkish supply is cut. 

It is further indicative of the firm- 
ness underlying the American opium 
market that the restrictive effect of 
the Harrison anti-narcotic law, which 
has been in effect since March, 1915, 
has not been sufficient to break prices 
until recently, and then only after for- 
eign demand had fallen to almost noth- 
ing. And this was despite the fact 
that the enforcement of the Harrison 
law at once contracted domestic con- 
sumption at least 75 per cent. 


Persian gum opium, hitherto used in 
Great Britain, but which has never be- 
fore been imported to this country, was 
first resorted to in the absence of ship- 
ments from Turkey. The Persian ar- 
ticle, which ordinarily averaged less 
than 9 per cent. of morphia content, 
has for the past nine months been 
so treated that it now contains up to 
14 per cent. of morphine. The former 
moisture content, 25 per cent., has also 
been reduced to 15 per cent., but as 
the Persian gum is a solid mass, while 
the Turkish product is a pliable, easily 
worked paste, the former is not con- 
sidered so desirable for derivative 
making. 

In addition to this, since the mor- 
phine content of the Persian gum has 
been increased, and the percentage of 
moisture reduced, it has been given a 
new duty rate—the increase being from 
$3 to $4 a pound—as a drug improved 
in condition, and, therefore, in value. 
The supply of Turkish gum at present 
has become greater, as market soft- 
ening indicates. 

The increase in value of opium and 
its products since 1914 is shown by 
the following price comparisons:

These figures do not indicate the 
near-runaway market last year, when 
prices went from $8.50@8.90 in Jan- 
uary to $6.90@7 in July and $11 in 
December for gum; $10@10.50 in Jan- 
uary to $8.05ce8.25 in July and $12.25 
in December for powdered, and $10.50 
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@11 in January to $8.15@8.35 in July 
and $12.50 in December for granular. 
The prices for opium gum, Turkey 
druggists quality, since January 1 of 
this year, have been as follows:

THE TURN OF THE TIDE AND THE 
RETURN OF PETROLEUM 
TO STORAGE. 


After months of outcry that the de- 
mands for gasoline and the lighter dis- 
tillates were so heavy that production 
of crude could not keep pace with the 
consumption of crude oil products, with 
prophesies that the crude supply 
would be exhausted in three 
or less, and that waste by burning as 
fuel must be the tide has 
turned. Prices had gone so high that 
every Congressman who wished a little 
publicity introduced a bill in Congress 
to “investigate.” The Federal Trade 
Commission tried its hand at investi- 
gating, too, and after several days of 
continuous testimony—turned over its 
data and statistics to the producers 
and refiners and asked them to “‘please 
suggest wherein the government sta- 
tistics were in error!” 

And still the production 
new wells are coming in rapidly; new 
gushers pour forth a flood of liquid dol- 
lars; and once again the huge storage 
tanks in the fields and at pipe-line 
terminals are being filled with the nat- 
ural oil from which so many money- 
creating products are derived. There 
ig an increased production in crude oil 
everywhere in the country, and the 
marketers are making hay while the 
sun shines, and before prices take the 
inevitable drop unless some check is 
placed upon the production. 

The amount of petroleum 
during the first six months of 1916, ac- 
cording to official figures, was 140,000,000 
barrels, which is larger than one-half of 
the total marketed last year, and still 
further indicative that 1916 will be the 
greatest petroleum productive year in 
the history of the industry. 

Just one little indication—and that 
from the high-grade fields east of the 
Mississippi River, where the output is 
notably not keeping pace with that 
achieved in the mid-continent and the 
Texas Panhandle—the pipe-line runs 
from June 1 to June 26, inclusive, for 
New York, Pennsylvania, West Vir- 
ginia, Ohio, Kentucky, Indiana, and a 
part of Illinois, are 555,000 barrels in 
excess of the deliveries from the same 
fields during the same period. In other 
words, in this one field alone more than 
550,000 barrels of crude oil have 2e 
into storage. What a change in a few 
short weeks! 

But this is not all. Statistics of pro- 
duction from the mid-continent field 
indicate that while in six months the 
decline in production of the famous 
Cushing pool in Oklahoma dropped 
from 300,000 barrels daily to less than 
90,000 barrels, the Healdton, Augusta, 
Eldorado and Shamrock pools of the 
same field were making up the greater 
part of the amount lost by Cushing. 
Higher prices gave a lift to develop- 
ment work—and up went the produc- 
tion with a rush. 

Within five months there has been 
a 25 per cent. increase in the daily 
production in the Texas Panhandle. 
The Gulf Coast fields have increased 
from 50,000 to 72,000 barrels a day; in 
Eastern fields there has been an in- 
crease of nearly 15,000 barrels a day, 
and Caddo and the Panhandle com- 
bined have raised their production 
from 360,000 to 440,000 barrels daily. 

The reason for this is obvious:—Dur- 
ing the first five months of 1916 in the 
mid-continent fields 5,208 wells were 
drilled, of which 4,228 were successful 
oil wells, and the estimated produc- 
tion approximated 308,383 barrels. Dur- 
ing the corresponding months of 1915, 
1,779 wells were drilled, of which num- 
ber 1,229 were successful oil wells. The 
June figures for this year will not be 
at hand until] the next issue of the 
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Reporter, but the comparison is sure 
to redound to the advantage of this 
year, both in production and in number 
of successful wells. In the month of 
May alone 1,428 were drilled in the 
mid-continent field, and of these 1,172 
were successful oilers—lacking one of 
150 fewer successful wells for one 
month this year than for the five 
months in 1915, 

With new work being pushed in ev- 
ery field; with a larger percentage of 
successful wells than last year; with 
oil pumping into the storage tanks at 
a rate approximated for months; 
with premiums on crude sliding away 
barrel to the low 
prospect of still 
greater say that 
the long promised drop in crude prices, 
and a possible drop in the market rate 
for gasoline and the lighter distillates 
is not within the bounds of a probabil- 
ity in the not too far distant future? 

All of which goes to illustrate what

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SUPERVISING THE SALES OF 
PATENT MEDICINES IN 
PORTO RICO. 


It has remained for one of the insular 
of the United States to 
adopt the most closely drawn series of 
regulations for the control of the manu- 
facture and marketing of patent medi- 
yet devised. Porto Rico, by 
proclamation of the Governor on May 
10, following the approval of the Ex- 
ecutive Council of the island on May 2, 
of this year, a time limit 
upon the registration, with _ strict 
formalities, of all patent medicines in- 
tended for the Porto Ricon market, 
whether manufactured’ within the 
country or imported from makers 
elsewhere. The time established for 
such registration, May 2, not being 
sufficient in the eyes of the manufac- 
turers of such remedies, the Director 
of the Porto Rico Health Board, Dr. 
W. F. Lippitt, has provided an addi- 
tional 60-day respite, provided the ap- 
plications for such registration shall 
have been filed, and still further ex- 
tension may made should it be 
deemed necessary. 
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The regulations which apply to the 
pharmacists and druggists residing in 
Porto Rico, to patented articles 
manufactured outside of island and 
imported into Porto Rico for sale, and 
distributed and advertised by

With every application two samples 
of the preparation together with com- 
plete sets of all the advertisements to 
be used, and the reading matter de- 
scriptive of the remedy, must be sub- 
miited, and the form once submitted 
of container, advertising, etce., cannot 
be changed except with the consent 
of the Porto Rico Sanitary Service. 

These samples are to be analyzed by 
the chemist of the laboratory con- 
nected with the service, and a copy of 
his analysis will be filed with the Ser- 
vice, together with the application, the 


filing number granted and other de- 
tailed information demanded. Certi- 


fied copies of such material, including 
the official analysis, will be given each 
applicant as his guarantee. The Sani- 


tary Service is forbidden to make 
known any facts as to the ingredients 
used or the formula employed. 

Further than this, with the inten- 
tion of doing away with past abuses 
as to guarantees, the applicant for 
such registration is forbidden under 
penalty to use any reference on his 
wrapper, carton or labels to any guar- 
antee by the Sanitary Service, or make 
any inference that such Service recog- 
nizes the merits or therapeutic action 
of the ingredients of any preparation 
so registered. Manufacturers, how- 
ever, are obliged to use the official reg- 
istration number conspicuously on the 
wrapper, but without any statement 
approximating in any form the “Guar- 
anteed under the Food and Drugs 
Act” false reference, so long a recog- 
nized abuse in this country. 
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HENRY ALDEN SHERWIN. 
Within a month of the Golden Jubilee 
of the great paint business, that he had 
founded fifty years ago, Henry Alden 
Sherwin, chairman of the board of direct- 
ors of the Sherwin-Williams Company, of 


Cleveland, Ohio, passed into the Great 
Beyond and was buried at Cleveland on 
Wednesday of last week. 

Mr. Sherwin was born at Baltimore, 
Vt., September 27, 1842. He was edu- 


cated in the public schools of his native 
State, and when only thirteen years of 
age commenced his business career. For 
Six years he worked at various occupa- 
tions and then, moving to Cleveland, he 
became junior clerk in a dry goods house, 
and was promoted to the position of book- 
keeper after two years. His next venture 
was with a wholesale grocery concern,

starting in as bookkeeper and _ subse- 
quently becoming a member of the firm. 
But all this was only preparatory to his 
real life work, 

Quite unexpectedly, in July, 1866, an 
opportunity came to him to engage in the 
paint business and, while he did not at 
that time realize the possibilities of the 
industry, he seized it—although it was 
the least remunerative of three business 
offers that came to him at the same time 
—as the one which in his youthful 
strength and ambition gave the greatest 
promise for the future. And he never re- 
gretted that he had been willing to tackle 
the hardest job. The business was start- 
ed under the name of Dunham & Co., re- 
maining under this title until January, 
1870. In 1869, Mr. Sherwin’s original part- 
ners left him to engage in the linseed 
oil business, while he retained the original 
paint business. 

EK. P. Williams and A. T. Osborn werc 
taken imto the firm in January, 1870, the 
business being conducted under the name 
of Sherwin, Williams & Co. In 1884, the 
pusiness was incorporated as the Sherwin- 
Williams Company, Mr. Sherwin becom- 
ing the first president, which office he re- 
tained until 1909, when he retired, to be 
succeeded by Walter H. Cottingham, who 
had become vice-president on the death 
of Mr. Williams, in May, 193. Mr. Sher- 
win then became chairman of the board 
of directors, holding this position until 
his death, E 

From the start of his career in the paint 
business, Mr. Sherwin determined to make 
himself master of it. At the beginning, 
he. frequently put on old clothes and 
worked like a porter, opening packages, 
examining their contents, finding out 
what they were used for and how used. 
In the evening he studied all the books 
and catalogues he could get that would 
throw any light upon these materials. 

About 1866, R. D. Averill, of Newburgh, 
now a part of Cleveland, invented and 
patented a mixed paint, and thought that 
he had made a great discovery and for- 
tune was within his grasp. Unfortunately, 
while the idea back of the Averill paint 
was right, the materials that composed 
it were wrong, and “patent paint,’’ as 
the original mixed paint was called, was 
so bad that all mixed paints were given 
a black eye which took a good many 
years to recover from. Mr. Sherwin, who 
was on friendly terms with Averill, was 
shown his processes, but recognized that 
he was working on a wrong formula and 
set himself at work to devise a mixed 


paint tiiat should be a practical painters’ 
paint and free from the defects incidental 
to the Averill paint. In 1873, the first 
can of “SWP,’ or Sherwin-Williams 
Paint, was manufactured, and although 
it had to overcome the prejudice which 
had been created by the failure of the 
Averill paint, its merit brought it grad- 
ually into use, and the demand for it 
grew until the claim is made that, today, 
it is more widely distributed than any 
other paint in the world. It was the 
energy that was put into the development 
of the mixed paint business, against the 
vposition that had been aroused by the 
mistakes and failures of the original ven- 
tures in this line by Averill and his imi- 
tators, that did much to develop this great 
industry, which, today, is one of the most 
important in the country. Although not 
the originator of the idea of a liquid 
paint, put up in cans ready for use, Henry 
Alden Sherwin was one of the first—or 
perhaps the very first—to make a really 
good paint in liquid form. The first for- 
mula for Sherwin-Williams Paint was re- 
corded by Mr. Sherwin in his formula 
book, October 25, 1873. 

The business was gradually 
until now it includes practically every- 
thing in paint and varnish mamufactur- 
ing, from linseed oil crushing, white lead 
corroding, and dry color making to mixed 
paints and special paints, varnishes and 
enamels for every purpose that paint is 
used for. And this vast development owes 
a great deal of its success to the personal 
energy and the principle that Mr. Sher- 
win early adopted:—‘‘Nothing, unless we 
can make it better or equally good with 
the best.”’

JOSEPH K. DALE, 


Joseph K. Dale, eighty-four, for many 
years an oil Operator in Richland town- 
ship, Pa., and a long-time resident of 
Franklin, that State, died last Monday. 
He was born in what is now Fryburg, 
Clarion county, and became a resident of 
Richland during the early history of oil 
production there. He became interested 
in operations at the mouth of Two-mile 
run, near what is now Cochran station, 
and later engaged quite extensively in de- 
veloping the territory at Cochran flats 
and the Dale farm at Victory. His later 
operations were confined principally to his 
leases on the old Nicklin and Gordon 
farms below the Big Rock bridge on the 
opposite side of the river.

Federal Trade Commissions Report 
on Gasoline August 1. 


Washington, June 30, 1916. 

_ Commissioner Harris, of the Federal 
rade Commission, under whose immedi- 
ate direction the inquiry has been pro- 
ceeding into oil conditions, in furtherance 
of the plan of making a report in re- 
sponse to the Gore and Owen resolutions 
passed by the United States Senate, said 
today that it is the present expectation 
of the commission to complete and for- 
ward its report to the Senate by the first 
of August. It is possible that the report 
may be completed in three weeks, but 
the later date is probable, 

Commissioner Harris states that the re- 
port of the commission has been mate- 
rially assisted by the testimony given at 
the recent hearings and much valuable 
explanatory matter was brought out 
which will be helpful to the commission 
in formulating its report. Carrying out 
the plan which was adopted at the hear- 
ing tne representatives of the Standard 
companies, the independent refiners and 
the independent jobbers are sending in 
much valuable detailed information in- 
tended to correct errors which were shown 
to exist im the preliminary draft of a 
report which the commission had _ pre- 
pared before the hearings were decided 
upon. 

According to the present plan of the 
commission there will be no further hear- 
ings, although inquiries are from time to 
time being addressed to oil operators in 
the hope of bringing out additional in- 
formation and explanations of statements 
contained in the final reports made on 
behalf of the participants in oil operations 
who have contributed to the fund of in- 
formation on which the commission will 
base its report.

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CONSUMERS OF SHELLAC 
MUST GIVE GUARANTEE 





In Addition to the Agreement Re- 
quired of American Shellac Im- 
porters by the British Govern- 
ment, Varnish Makers Are Called 
Upon to Sign Similar Non-Expor- 
tation Proviso. 


Further steps toward insuring observ- 
ance, on the part of varnish makers 
and other shellac consumers as well as by 
the specially privileged importers, of the 
conditions under which shipments of 
shellac are to be permitted by the Brit- 
ish Government from India to the United 
States have been taken within the week 
by the directors of the United States 
Shellac Importers’ Association. At a 
meeting of these directors, held in the 
New York Drug and Chemical Club, last 
Tuesday, June 27, when the best methods 
of proceedure for having the recently-im- 
posed embargo upon shellac shipments 
lifted was discussed from all angles, it 
was decided that all consumers, as well 
as all handlers of shellac should be com- 
pelled to furnish a guarantee that they 
will not reship the goods bought by them 
to “enemy” countries or to anyone who 
might ship these articles to such coun- 
tries. 

It was accordingly voted that all the 
importers designated by the British Gov- 
ernment as reputable handlers to whom 
shipments of sheliac may be made from 
India, throgh the British consui general, 
shall adopt a universal guarantee to be 
signed by all consumers. The secretary 
of the association was accordingly in- 
structed to prepare a guarantee covering 
all the requirements which the British 
consul general now compels the import- 
ers to sign and it was also decided that 
no sales would be made by the designated 
inuporters to any consumer until he shall 
have signed such a guarantee in duplicate, 
retaining the original for himself and 
sending the copy to the importer. 


Form of Guarantee Agreement. 


This form of guarantee for shellac con- 
sumers, which has just been drafted, fol- 
lows:

In consideration of your consenting to the 
delivery to us (me) of the ......-se0e-+ o¢0eesee 
etc., specified in the margin, we (I) hereby 
give you the following undertaking which shall 
remain in force as long as Great Britain is 
at war with any European Power, and shall 
apply to all lac (except lac dye) of any de- 
scription now or hereafter in our (my) pos- 
session and to all varnish containing lac now 
or hereafter in our (my) possession. 

1. We (1) will not directly or indirectly ex- 
port any lac or any manufactured article con- 
taining lac’ to any country at war with 
Great Britain. 

2. All orders received by us (me) for, lac 
or for varnish or any other manufactured ar- 
ticle containing lac in any form or proportion, 
to be sent to neutral European countries, shall 
be executed from stocks maintained by us (me) 
in the United Kingdom, or to be executed by 
shipments to the United Kingdom and re- 
shipment from there, under license to be ob- 
tained for export therefrom. 

3. We (1) will not sell or dispose of any lac 
or varnish or other manufactured article con- 
taining lac in any form or proportion to any 
person, partnership or corporation in the Unit- 
ed States without satisfying ourselves (myself) 
that the goods so sold or disposed of will not 
be exported directly or indirectly to any coun- 
try at war with Great Britain and that they 
will not be exported to any neutral country in 
Europe, otherwise than by shipping to the 
United Kingdom and reshipping from there 
under license to be obtained for export there- 
from, 

4. We (I) will not export any lac or any var- 
nish or other manufactured article contain- 
ing lac in any form or proportion to any neu- 
tral country outside of Europe without obtain- 
ing from the consignee a satisfactory written 
undertaking or other satisfactory evidence that 
the goods so exported are destined exclusively 
for consumption in such country. 

5. We (1) will not sell or otherwise dispose 
of any lac or any varnish or other manufac- 
tured article containing lac in any form or pro- 
portion directly or indirectly to any person, 
partnership or corporation with whom British 
subjects are prohibited from trading, or to 
any person, partnership or corporation who 
is notified to us (me) by you or any other 
representative of his Britannic Majesty as 
having violated an undertaking given by him 
with respect to goods obtained from the Brit- 
ish Empire. 

6. We (I) undertake to produce evidence, if 
and when required, of the steps which we (I) 
have taken to ensure that this guarantee has 
been observed. 

7. It is understood that all shipments of 
lac from British Dominions, Possessions or 


Protectorates for our use shall be consigned 
to you, 





An adequate number of copies of this 
consumers’ guarantee will be ready for 
distribution to the shellac consumers of 
this country early this month. Consum- 
ers are permitted by the terms of the 
agreement with the British Government 
to confine their purchasing to the im- 
porters designated by that government as 
recognized reputable handlers of shellac 
in this country.

How Resin Climbed and Fell in 
Price in English Market. 


The prices paid for resin in the Bristol 
(England) market were unusually high 
daring 1915. The common grade of resin 
rose from $2.43 per hundredweight (1 hun- 
dredweight=112 pounds) at the beginning 
of the year to $5.36 at the close. The im- 
ports of that product at Bristol during 
the calendar year 1915 amounted to 14,- 
200 barrels, compared with 17,500 during 
the preceding year. 

A noteworthy factor in the import trade 
during the past year was that the supply 
from the United States was less than 
during the previous year, while more 
than double the usual amount came 
from France and Spain. Owing to the 
requirements of the British Government, 
the demand for resin was larger than 
has been known in many years, and this 
brought about a shortage in the general 
trade, which, in turn, accounts for the 
prohibitive prices that prevailed, 

According to the May 30 quotations of 
the Bristol market, the current price of 
resin was: Common, $4.99; D, $%.02; E, 
$5.05; F, $5.08; G, $5.12; WG, $5.84; WW, 
$5.96—per hundredweight, less 2% per 
cent., free on rail Bristol; French WG, 
$4.99; French WW, %.12 per hundred- 
weight. 

The year 1915 opened with an unusually 
small stock of resin in hand. If an ex- 
ception is made of the panicky price 
quoted during the week which immedi- 
ately followed the outbreak of war, the 
market quotation of $8.76 per hundred- 
weight with which the year opened was 
higher than had prevailed at any time 
during 1914. This was followed by a 
rapid advance culminating in $9.46 per 
hundredweight at the end of February. 
From March to June, however, the quota- 
tions qpickly dropped from this high 
level to as low a figure as $8.28. In the 
following three months the value hov- 
ered constantly around this figure. 

Although Spanish turpentine, diverted 
by the war from its usual channel] in 
the markets of Central Europe, is re- 
ported to have reached England in comn- 
siderable quantities, the output of the 
French product was very much reduced, 
and the import of wood turpentine from 
the United States and Russia was cut 
off. The supplies received were there- 
fore insufficient, and the price rapidly 
advanced to $10.08 in October and $10.86 
in November. The year finally closed 
with the famine price of $13.08 per hun- 
dredweight. 

The imports of turpentine into Bristol 
during the calendar year 1916 amounted 
to 8,080 barrels, compared to 11,00 bar- 
rels during the preceding year. Tine de- 
crease was largely due to the difficulty 
experienced in getting direct shipments 
into Bristol. 

The maximum and minimum prices 
during 1915 were:—January, $8,76-$9.24; 
July,  $9.85-$8.28; December, $10.91-$13.08. 
According to the latest available Bristol 
market quotations, the current price of 
turpentine is as follows:—Spot, $10.50 per 
hundredweight; July to December, $10.58 
per hundredweight, less 24% per cent, free 
on rail, Bristol. 


Many Products Affected by Freight 
Rate Changes to Take Effect 
in Fall 


Washington, June 30, 1916. 

An order has been issued by the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission regarding the 
class and commodity rates from various 
Easiern cities to Ohio River crossings and 
New Orleans. Under the present order 
allowance is given for the making of 
rates on the following products effective 
August 1, ignoring the fourth section of 
the law: Aluminum fluoride, calcium, 
carbide of; explosives (including black 
powder); extract, bark and tanning; feld- 
spar; fullers’ earth; grease, de Gras; oil, 
castor; oil, coai tar; oil, creosote; oil, 
red; tanners; solder (soldering). | 

With respect to the following com- 
modities the petitioning railroads are 
granting an extension of time to August 
1, 1917, in which to complete the revision 
of rates, which rates are to be made 
effective at periods of 30, 60 and 9 days 
from September 15, 1916. The commodi- 
ties covered in this order are as follows:— 
Chemicals and dyestuffs; copperas, cot- 
tonseed products, drugs and medicines, 
fertilizer and fertilizer material includ- 
ing acid phosphate; brimstone (sulphur), 
nitrate of soda, pyrites, phosphate rock, 
lard and lard compounds, naval stores, 
ocher, paints and putty, petroleum and 
petroleum products, phosphate, soda and 
soda products, tar, pine; varnish, 

The commission directs that tariffs con- 
taining rates revised in accordance with 
the provisions of the present order are 
to be made effective on statutory notice. 
It is also stated with respect to these 
rates that the commission, while approv- 
ing these rates, holds them subject to 
complaint, investigation and correction 
if there is any disclosure that these rates 
are in conflict with the interstate com- 
merce law.

Exports of Cod-Liver Oil From 
Norway in 1915. 


The total exports of codliver oil from 
Norway in 1916 were:—Steam-refined oil, 
100,000 barrels; raw oil, 5,300 barrels, and 
brown oil, 34,000 barrels; making a total 
of 139,200 barrels, valued at $6,360,000. In 
i914 the exports of codliver oil totaled 
70,000 barrels, valued at $1,206,000. 

The exports of codliver oil from Bergen 
were as follows:—Steam-refined oil, 46,000 
barrels, against 20,400 barrels in 1914; raw 
oil, 2,600 barrels against 18,900 barreis, and

PHOSPHATE DEPOSITS REVEAL 
HISTORY OF PAST. 





Teeth of Rhinoceros, Mastodon and 
Horses Uncovered in Florida— 
Normal Output of Phosphate Rock 
There Averages $10,000,000 a 
Year. 


Phosphorous, one of the most impor- 
tant elements required by plants, is ob- 
tained from phosphate rock, which is 
mined at many places in the United 
States and in foreign countries. F lorida 
supplies most of the product of the t nited 
States and during recent years of normal 
production its output exceeded that of 
any foreign country. The normal annual 
output of Florida in recent years has 
been valued at between $9,000,000 and $10,- 
000,000, - 

Bulletin 604 of the United States Geo- 
logical Survey gives a comprehensive dis- 
cussion of the origin, mode of occurrence, 
and distribution of the phosphate deposits 
of Florida and a summary of the methods 
of mining the rock. , 3 

One of the most interesting questions 
discussed in this bulletin is the mode of 
origin of the rock. Examination of sami- 
ples dredged from the bottom of the sea 
show that there are now accumulating 
in the Florida Straits and elsewhere 
nodules of phosphate of lime, which are 
identical in composition with the pure 
phosphate rock of commerce. 

The process of formation of these phos- 
phatic nodules is believed to be in some 
manner connected with living organisms 
that swarm in sea water in countless 
numbers. These marine organisms ap- 
pear to have been especially abundant 
long ago, when the peninsula of Florida 
was completely submerged beneath the 
sea and the waves from the Atlantic 
rolled unimpeded into the Gulf of Mexico, 
for the sands which were then deposited 
on the bottom of the sea and have since 
been converted into dry land contain 
many nodules of phosphate rock that are 
in all respects similar to those being 
formed today. These phosphatic sands, 
which are included in what the geologists 
eall the Alum Bluff formation, contain 
in most places too little phosphate to be 
of commercial value, but they are be- 
lieved to be the source from which the 
important deposits of Florida phosphate 
rock have been derived. 

During the later stages of the accumu- 
lation of these sands Florida was inhab- 
ited by some very large animals that are 
now either etinct or known only in other 
continents. Among these were the mas- 
todon and rhinoceros. The teeth of these 
animals, together with those of species of 
horses that have entirely disappeared, are 
illustrated in Bulletin 604.

225,000 Acres of Reserved Lands 
Now Scheduled Otherwise. 


Washington, June 30, 1916. 
Secretary Lane of the Interior Depart- 
ment announces that as a result of ex- 
aminations by geologists of the survey, 
conducted during the past season, it has 
been determined that nearly 159.000 acres 
of land in California that had been tem- 


porarily placed in oil reserves awaiting 
examination are now to be scheduled as 
not oil lands. Similar action involving 


approximating 75,000 acres of land hereto- 
fore included in temporary phosphate re- 
serves in Wyoming have likewise been 
restored to entry as non-phosphate. 





Phosphate Rock Freight Rates Con- 
firmed. 


Washington, June 30, 1916. 

In a case brought by Swift & Co. against 
the Louisville & Nashville and connecting 
lines a rate charged of $3.70 per gross ton 
for the transportation of carload_ship- 
ments of phosphate rock from Mt. Pleas- 
ant, Tenn., to Chicago is held by the 
Interstate Commerce Commission to be 
not an unreasonable rate, and not unduly 
prejudicial. Some imstances of past dis- 
criminations in these shipments are also 
held by the commission to not have been 
injurious and the complaint of Swift & 
Co. is dismissed.

Standard Oil of New Jersey Gets 
Waterfront Property. 


George B. Gifford, general manager of 
the Standard Oil Company of New Jer- 
sey, has announced that his company had 
purchased from the R. G. Packard Dredg- 
ing Company a strip of about 1,000 feet of 
waterfront property lying between the 
company’s plant at Constable Hook and 
East Twenty-seventh street, Bayonne. The 
purchase price was about $650,000.

Urges Relief from British Censor- 
ship Mail Delays. 


The Merchants’ Association of New 
York has been doing effective work in 
bringing about relief from censorship de- 
lays of international correspondence, 
both by mail and cable. The association 
has urged the Department of State to 
bring about an agreement whereby the 
loss or extreme delay of proper business 
mail might be overcome. It has persuaded 
the director of the Consular Service to 
instruct American consuls in neutral 
countries to forward triplicate consular 
invoices in the official] government mail 
bag immediately upon their issuance. 
Finally, it has urged the Department of 
State tou make an agreement with the gov- 
ermment of Great Britain whereby en- 
velopes containing shipping documents 
only, and clearly so marked, may be for- 
warded in special mail bags which, al- 
though still subject to British censorship, 
would be examined and forwarded im- 
mediately.

Proposed Zinc Smelting Works in 
Great Britain. 


London, June 23, 1916. 


Prime Minister Hughes, of Australia, 
has introduced to the Secretary of State 
for the Colonies, Mr. Bonar-Law, a depu- 
tation of Australian zine producers who 
made definite proposals for the erection 
of zinc smelting works in Great Britain 
with the result that Mr. Bonar-Law is 
now considering the plan with a view 
to placing it before the government. 

Mr. Hughes explained that the depu- 
tation owned and controlled all zine ores 
produced in Australia. The proposal he 
desired to lay before the minister was 
imperial in its scope and objects and at 
the same time rested on sound business 
lines. It covered a proposal for the erec- 
tion of smelting works in Britain, and 
involved the exclusion of German spelter 
after the war. The scheme, as ready for 
adoption, provided for preferential treat- 
ment of the empire’s products, but also 
allotted a fair share of raw materials 
to France and Belgium.

Tests for Volatile Thinner in Oil 


Varnishes. 


A report entitled, ‘““‘The Determination 
of Volatile Thinner in Oil Varnish,” has 
been issued as Technologic Paper No. 76 
by the United States Bureau of Standards. 
With samples of varnish containing tur- 
pentine or ‘“‘mineral spirits’ (light petro- 
leum oil), methods based (1) on steam 
distillation, (2) on evaporation of the 
thinner form a film at 115 degrees C., 
and (3) on evaporation of the thinner 
from a very thin film at room tempera- 
ture, were all found to be sufficiently 
accurate for practical purposes.

Gypsum Industry Active in 1915. 


The quantity of gypsum quarried in 
the United States in 1915 was 2,447,611 
short tons, valued at $6,596,893, about 1 
per cent. less in quantity than that in 
1914, and a decrease in value of about 
4 per cent. New York led in the quan- 
tity mined, with 540,914 short tons, val- 
ued at $1,267,706; Iowa was next, with 
495,860 short tons, valued at $1,278,128; 
Michigan third, with 389,791° short tons, 
valued at $686,309; and Ohio fourth, with 
209.026 short tons, valued at $772,520. 

The average price of raw and of cal- 
cined gypsum throughout the country de- 
creased 9 cents a ton in 1915 from that of 
1914. There were 77 active mines or quar- 
ries and 69 plants.

Personal Receipt Form for Revenue 


Collectors. 


Washington, June 30, 1916. 

The United States Commissioner of In- 
ternal Revenue, with the approval of the 
Secretary of the Treasury, has issued a 
decision relating to deputy collectors giv- 
ing personal receipts for collections made 
by them. The decision is addressed to 
collectors and others concerned, and is 
as follows:— 

After careful consideration, this office has 


reached the conclusion that, in order 
to thoroughly protect the Interests of both 
the taxpayer and the government, some 
evidence of payment should be given at 
the time to taxpayers who pay taxes di- 
rectly to deputy collectors, and that such 
a receipt as herein described is not in 
violation of section 3,183, which prohibits 
the issuance of a receipt in lieu of a stamp. 
You are therefore instructed to direct 
your deputies hereafter to give to special 
and other taxpayers, at the time of pay- 


ment, @ personal receipt for moneys col- 
lected, substantially in the following 
form:— 


“Received of JOHN DOE 
to be forwarded to the collector to cover 
special tax due aS .........0. » 


In case the payment is for stamp tax or 
for amounts other than special tax, the 
form of receipt may be modified accord- 
ingly.

Shipments of Portland Cement in 
1915 Show Increase. 


Final figures on the Portland cement 
industry in 1915 show a slight increase 
in shipments and a slight decrease in 
production. The shipments were 86,891,- 
681 barrels, valued at $74,756,674 in bulk at 
the mills; the shipments in 1914 were 86,- 
437,956 barrels, valued at $80,118,475. The 
finished cement made in 1915 amounted 
to 8,914,907 barrels, which, compared 
with the 88,230,170 barrels made in 1914, 
eee a decrease of more than 2% per 
cent. 

The average factory price per barrel 
was 8 cents in 1915, compared with 92.7 
cents in 1914, a decrease of 6.7 cents, or 
7.2 per cent., in average price, 

The shipments of natural cement in 
1915 were 750,863 barrels, valued at $358,- 
627, a decrease in quantity of 422 barrels 
and increase in value of $7,257 compared 
with 1914. The average factory price per 
barrel reported for 1915 was 47.8 cents; 
the average in 1914 was 46.8 cents. The 
output in 1915 came from 12 plants.

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GROWING FERTILIZER DEMAND 
IN SOUTH AFRICA. 


Superphosphates Particularly Scarce 
Just Now and Importers of Base 
Material Are Hard Put for Sup- 
plies——Imports for 1914-1915 
Show War-Time Falling Off. 


Although the use of fertilizer to any 
extent is of comparatively recent date, 
there is at present in South Africa a 
fairly good demand, which is on the in- 
crease, especially in the Cape Province 
and Natal. The manufacture of fertilizer 
is largely in the hands of local manu- 
facturers, and the importers find it try- 
ing to compete with them. At present 
it is especially difficult to obtain the com- 
ponent parts used in the manufacture of 
fertilizer, particularly the superphos- 
phates, for which there is a demand for 
hundreds of tons. Most of the phos- 
phates are believed to have come from 
either the Netherlands or Sweden. For- 
merly, Great Britain, Peru and Chile sup- 
plied considerable quantities of guano and 
nitrate, but this source has been largely 
cut off on account of the war and the 
supplies when they do come are irregular. 


Kinds of Fertilizers Used. 


As regards the kind of fertilizer, etc., 
used in the Union of South Africa, great 
quantities of meat meal, bone meal, blood 
meal, bat guano and fish meal are locally 
manufactured and sold. Those who im- 
port fertilizer use large amounts of 
double superphosphates, potash, basic 
slack and sulphite of ammonia. 

The kind of fertilizer advised by the 
Department of Agriculture for the Union 
of South Africa varies considerably, ow- 
ing to the difference in soil. Double su- 


perphosphates are best suited for general 
use. 


It is difficult to give a regular scale of 
prices, owing to the many elements that 
go to make up the increased cost of man- 
ufactured product, due to a great extent 
to the shortage in chemicals and the ir- 
regular arrival of supplies. One firm, do- 
ing a large business almost entirely in 
the locally manufactured products, is at 


present quoting a price of £8 10s. ($41.36) 
per ton.

Manufacture of Sulphate of Am- 


An extensive plant for the manufacture 
of sulphate of ammonia is being built 
near Vryheid, in the Province of Natal, 
not so much with a view to supplying and 
creating a local demand, but rather with 
the object of entering the excellent mar- 
kets that already exist in the Far East. 
The works, when finally completed in ac- 
cordance with the original plans, will 
comprise a Mond by-product recovery 
plant, consisting of two units, each unit 
being capable of dealing with 205 tons of 
coal per 24 hours, or a total of 150,000 tons 
per annum. The output of sulphate of 
ammonia from the works, on this basis, 
will be slightly over 9,000 tons per annum. 

In addition to sulphate of ammonia, 
there will be obtained, as by-products, 
gas and tar. The tar, for which there is 
at present a large demand, will be large- 
ly used in road-making. 


The capital of the Natal Ammonium 
Syndicate is £325,000 ($1,581,413). The sum

This quantity, which includes a little oil 
actually produced im 1915, but marketed 
during 1916, is appreciably less than the 
output during the first half of 1915, though 
it is greater by about 5,000,000 barrels than 
one-half the entire quantity marketed 
last year. ; 

When it is considered that the first 
half of 1915 includes the period of maxi- 
mum production of the Cushing pool! in 
Oklahoma and the Crichton pool in north- 
western Louisiana the disparity in output 
between the corresponding pe riods is not 
especially significant. The magnitude of 
this quantity, the fact that it is greater 
than one-half the total petroleum markei- 
ed in the United States in 195, and the 
further fact that it reflects the results 
of general activity throughout all oil-pro- 
ducing areas rather than fiush production 
in restricted areas is, however, significant 
and leads to no other conclusion than that 
the final statistics of oil marketed in 
1916 are destined to establish a new record 

The outstanding feature of the petro- 
leum industry during the half-year just 
closed was the high level reached in the 
prices of crude oil in March and main- 
tained firmly to the end of the period. 
This level involves prices ranging from %

tinent grades and reflects less 

the decreased capacity of Cushing than 
it does the increased demand for crude 
oil resulting from the activity of a large 


number of new refineries installed during 
the recent period of low prices. 

As a consequence of the incentive af- 
forded by the high prices in the early 
part of 1916, activity in drilling increased 
enormously in all fields with the opening 
of spring, and though within the half- 
year period no strictly new pools were dis- 
covered there was a development of old 
pools and new extensions that was attend- 
ed with gratifying success. So marked 
was this success in the Augusta and El 
Dorado pools in Southern Kansas, the 
Blackwell pool in Kay county, Okla... and 
the Shamrock extension of the Cushing 
pool in Creek county, Okla., that at the 
end of the half-year period the production 
and consumption of crude oil east of the 
Rocky Mountains are essentially in bal- 
ance and a tendency toward weaker prices 
for mid-continent grades is apparent. 

Thus far this tendency has affected 
high-grade crude oil only to the extent of 
lowering the premium on certain types 
that are in greatest demard, but its in- 
fNuence on market quotations is inevitable 
if production continues its steady increase 
or if the remarkable wildcat campaign 
now under way in the Southwest results 
in the discovery of even one considerable 
pool of high-grade oil.

Oil Freight Tariffs Suspended from 
June 29 to October 27. 


Washington, June 3%, 1016. 

The Interstate Commerce Commission 
has issued an order suspending from June 
<9 to October 27, 1916, the operation of 
a number of items appearing in tariffs 
covering transportations of various grades 
of oils, etc., in the Southwest. The sus- 
pended items as contained in the railroad 
tariffs provided for increases in rates on 
carload shipments of cottonseed (cook- 
ing) lard, neatsfoot, oleo and tallow in 
packages or in tank cars from points of 
origin in Texas and Oklahoma to Kansas 
City and related destinations. The pres- 
ent rate from Fort Worth to Kansas City 
is 21 cents and the increases proposed 
would carry the rate to 35 cents per 100 
pounds.

REVENUE BILL PROVISIONS 
YET TO BE DECIDED UPON 


Military Program Has Forced In- 
crease in Proposed Revenue Under 
Bill by Approximately $#100,000,- 
000—Stamp Tax Provisions May 
Be Retained, 

Washington, June 30, 1916. 

The revenue program of President Wil- 

son's administration which is now in 

charge of the Democratic majority of the 

Ways and Means Committee in the House 

is suspended in midair. Uncertainty as 

to the amount of revenue that must be 
raised has postponed the reporting of the 


bill by the committee until some time 
next week, 
Changes made in both the Senate and 


House in the military program has forced 
the necessity of increasing the revenue 
by the proposed bill approximately $100,- 
W”,000. Even the exact amount is not 
known at this time on account of fre- 
quent changes being made in the military 
and naval bills by the two houses. 
These changes promise seriously to af- 
fect the program mapped out by the 
Democratic Committee of the House and 
among the features of the changes in 
revenue which promises to be made on 
account of the increased expenditures re- 
quired is the probable abandonment by 
the committee of the plan for striking 
out the greater part of the stamp tax 
provisions of the emergency revenue law. 
It was the plan of the committee to 
tbolish all of schedule B covering the 
taxes on perfumeries, cosmetics, etc., and 
a part of the documentary taxes. Under 
the changes proposed by the increased 
expenditures it may be necessary not 
only to retain most of the stamp taxes, 
but make additions thereto before the 
bill is finally completed. 


“Chairman Kitchin was confident two 
days ago that the bill would be com- 
pleted and reported to the House tomor- 
row. This is now known to be impossible 
and it may be the latter part of next 
week before the bill is completed. A jump 


of nearly $100,000,000 in the approximate 
expenditures on account of changes made 
in the military bills will certainly have 
the effect to radically change the most 
important features of the pending revenue 
legislation. 

There appears to be no change in the 
situation with respect to dyestuffs legis- 
lation as a feature of the revenue bill. So 
far as this schedule has been completed 
it is understood to be along the lines 
of plans originally contemplated for giv- 
ing increased duties in the hope of de- 
veloping a domestic dyestuffs industry. 
A question which must be determined 
when the bill is completed is whether the 
adjustment of the rates on heavy chem- 
icals and crude materials will be of a 
character to help or actually injure a do- 


mestic industry, and whether, according 
to the rates that are imposed upon these 
commodities, the finished dyes will carry 


adequate rates.

Canary Island Cochineal Crop Pros- 
pects Very Bright. 


Ihe present stock of cochineal in the 
Canary Islands and the prospects for this 
years crop is of interest. The demand 
for this product is growing, and has been 
so great recently that prices have in- 
creased approximately 50 per cent within 
the past four months. Recent prices have 
been quoted at about 78 cents a pound, 
with packing, freight, and minor charges 
additional. 

Crop taking is customary between the 
months of September and December. Dur- 
ing that period the adult insacts are 
shaken from the cactus leaves, upon 
which they live. The cochineal insects is 
then at its period of fullest development 
and the resulting dye material is at its 
best. 

Cochineat dealers here agree that at this 
date there is a stock of about 30,000 kilos 
(66.120 pounds) on hand in the Canary Isl- 
ands. representing accumulations from 
the last five crops. At the present in- 
creased movement of this stock, it is gen- 
erally believed that it will be exhausted 
before the new crop has begun to come 
upon the market. 

The outlook at this time for the 1916 
crop is reported as particularly bright. 
Large quantities of new plants have been 
set out. As the rainfall has been slightly 
above nermal since last February, the 
cacti are reported in excellent condition. 
The suecess of the 1916 crop from now 
on will depend upon the maintenance of

warm weather in these islands until the 
close of December. 
The bulk of last season’s crop went 


to England, and it is declared here that 
much of it afterwards was exvorted to 
the United States at decidedly high prices.

ing and closer picking, because of the 
higher prices that are paid.

1916 to Be Most Profitable Year in 
History of Copper Production. 


The production of copper during the 
last six months has exceeded that of any 


equal period in the history of the in- 
dustry. The production during the last 
half of i915 considerably exceeded that 


of the first half and during the year the 
retineries produced, from both domestic 
and foreign ores, a total of 1,634,000,000 
pounds of blister copper, of which 1,388,- 
009,527 pounds was produced from ores 
mined in the United States. 

The price for the period has averaged 
above the highest price received for cop- 
per at any time in recent years, the aver- 
age for the first six months of 1916 being 
more than 26 cents a pound. The profits 
of the producing companies have been 
large and as much of the output is sold 
Several months ahead of delivery the 
prosperity of the industry is well as- 
sured for the remainder of the year, so 
that 1916 will doubtless be the most profit- 
able year in the history of copper pro- 
duction to the present time and possibly 
for years to come.

Japanese Dyestuff Industry Has De- 
veloped Rapidly. 


Such has been the demand for synthetic 


dyestuffs in Japan that at the present 
time all the by-products of the Govern- 
ment Tron Works, the Mitsui Mining 


Company, the Mitsu Mishi Company, the 
Tokyo Gas Company, and other fac- 
tories are being utilized completely. 
The supply of coal tar now exceeds @,- 
oo tons and in its distillation many big 
commercial interests are engaged, The 
foremost of these is the Nippen Dyestuff 
Company, which has a capital of 8,000,000 
yen ($3,988,000). It profits from govern- 
ment protection umder the law for the 
encouragement of chemical and dyestuff 


industries, although the concern is still 
far from actually being in operation. 

Gas companies in Osaka and Tokyo 
have aiso taken up the manufacture as 


a subsidiary branch, as they have a good 
supply of coal tar at their disposal. 
Aniline salt and induline are already 
marketed by the Tokyo Gas Company. 
The Mitsui Mining Company has. suc- 
ceeded in producing a variety of dyes 
from the coal tar produced by its works 
at Miike. A month hence the company 
hopes te extend the list of its products 
so as to include additional derivatives 
of benzol, carbolic acid, salicylic acid, 
and picrie acid. 

There are also many minor enterprises 


engaged in this branch, including the 
Osaka Chemical Industry Company and 
the Kobe Seikojo. ‘These produce several 


artificial dyestuffs and contribute much 
to the rapid development of the im- 
portant new industry in Japan. 

The searcity of auxiliary materials 


hampers the efforts of manufacturers. 
Sulphuric acid is obtainable, but there is 
said to be no stock of oleum in Japan. 
Caustic soda and soda ash are also 
scarce, 


Producers are having difficulty in find- 


ing a market for all products, and with 
searcity of materials the industry may 
be seriously retarded, despite its rapid 


initial growth.

Gain of 84 Per Cent. in Sales of 
Asphalt Last Year. 


The asphalt industry was prosperous in 
the vear 1915, according to the United 
States Geological Survey. The natural 
asphalt. including grahamite,  gilsonite, 
elaterite, and bituminous rock, produced 
and sold at mines and quarries in the 


United States in 1915 amounted to 75,751 
short tons, valued at $526,490. Though 
this quantity was 5 per cent. less than 


the output in 1914, the reports of the sales 
of manufactured asphalt derived from 
petroleum of domestic origin disclose a 
gain of S4 per cent. over the quantity sold 





in 1914. The total sales of manufactured 
asphalt amounted to 664,503 short tons, 
valued at $4,715,583. Refiners in the 


United States made and sold 388,318 short 
tons of asphalt, valued at $3,730,436, that 
was derived from petroleum imported 
from Mexico, 

The quantity of manufactured asphalt 
derived from domestic petroleum in 1915, 
a total of 417,89 short tons, valued at 
$2,392,576, was marketed as road asphalt 
and fiux, and 246,644 short tons, valued at 
$2,323,007, as residual pitch, used chiefly 
for paving.

Customs Appraisers’ Decisions. 





Chemical Compounds. 


In the absence of sufficient evidence 
the Board of United States General Ap- 


praisers overruled the protests of various 
importers in regard to the classification 
under the tariff law of 1913 of merchan- 
dise returned dutiable at the rate of 2 per 
cent. ad valorem as chemical or medic- 
inal compounds. The merchandise con- 
sisted of calcined magnesia, citrate of 
magnesia, cathartic salts, metol, ortol, 
adurol, malt extract containing calcium, 
food maltose, etc., and duty was exacted 
under paragraph 17, which provides for 
chemical and medicinal compounds put 
up in packages of less than 2% pounds 
gross weight. Claims made by the im- 
porters, as applying to the particular 
Class of merchandise, called for duty un- 
der paragraphs 21, 42, 45 and 38. The 
protests were entered by Joseph Per- 
soneni, Bartley Bros. & Hall, Britt, Loef- 
filer & Weil; A. Klipstein & Co., G. Ceri- 
Belli & Co., G. Gennert and R. F. Down- 
ing, 





Orchil, 

A. Klipstein & Co., New York, won in its 
contention that orchil liquor should have 
been properly classified under paragraph 
4, which provides free entry for ‘‘orchil, 
or orchil liquid.”" It was assessed at % 
of le. per pound, under paragraph 30, 
tariff act of 1913, as an extract of vege- 
table origin, used for dyeing. In harmony 
with a previous decision of the board, 
relating to similar merchandise, the claim 
for free entry was sustained. 





Perilla Oil. 


The Board of United States General Ap- 
praisers decided that oil of the perilla 
plant is properly classifiable as an oil ex- 
pressed from nuts, and is, therefore, en- 
titled to free entry under paragraph 639 
of the tariff act of 199 The collector 
assessed duty at the rate of 25 per cent. 
ad valorem, under paragraph 3 of the 
same act. The merchandise was described 
in the special report of the appraiser as 
“perilla oil, expressed from the seed of 
the perilla plant.’’ The issue turned upon 
whether the oil is expressed from seed 
or from nuts. In December, 1914, a de- 
cision was rendered in this case adversely 
to the importers, for lack of sufficient 
evidence to support their claims. Doctor 
Hall, professor of botany at the Univer- 
sity of California, testified in behalf of 
the importers, and said that speaking as 
a botanist, he would classify the fruit of 
the perilla plant as a “nutlet.” It was 
shown that the fruit of the perilla plant 
has an “endecarp” or inner portion, and 
a “pericarp” or outer portion, which, ac- 
cording to the evidence, distinguishes it 
from what is scientifically known as seed. 
The board returned a verdict in favor of 
the importers, holding that the merchan- 
dise is a “nut oil’? as claimed in the pro- 
tests. 





Powdered Tin. 


Kupfer Bros. & Co., were sustained in 
their contention that powdered tin should 


not have been assessed with duty under 
the provisions of paragraph 146, tariff act 
of 1913. as “powdered tin or bronze pow- 
der.’ The Board of United States Gen- 
eral Appraisers decided that the merchan- 
dise was properly classifiable under para- 
graph 167 as manufactures of metals. It 
was returned advisorily by the appraiser 
and duty was levied at the rate of 2 per 
cent. ad valorem. In the protests it was 
alternatively claimed that the merchan- 
dise is properly dutiable at either 3 per 
cenl., under paragraph 167, as manufac- 
tures of metal not specially provided for, 
or at 10 per cent., under paragraph 164, 
as ‘‘metallic mineral substances, etc.,’’ or 
at 15 per cent., under paragraph 38, as 
nonenumerated manufactured articles. 
According to the testimony introduced in 
behalf of the importers, and which was 
uncontradicted, the article is definitely 
known and recognized in the trade and 
commerce of this country as powdered 
tin and not as bronze powder. The point 
to be decided was ‘“‘under what part of 
the tariff is this particular merchandise 
classifiable.’ The opinion of the board, 
written by Appraiser Fischer, held that 
inasmuch as it is the result of some direct 
process, being converted from the ordi- 
nary tin of commerce into a new article 
with a new name and use, it is a mamu- 
factured article composed of metal, and 
not being otherwise specially provided 
for, it is relegated for tariff classifica- 
tion to the general provision for manu- 
factures of metal under paragraph 167, 
and dutiable thereunder at ® per cent., 
as claimed by the importers. 


Coal-Tar Preparation. 


The merchandise was invoiced as “‘stoni- 
flex paint’’ and assessed with duty at the 
rate of 30 per cent. ad valorem, under 
paragraph 456, tariff act of 199. The 
claims of the importers, A. C. Horn & 
Co., New York, were for duty at the rate 
of 2 per cent., as a coal-tar preparation, 
under the last clause of paragraph 15, or 
at 25 per cent., under paragraph 480. The 
merchandise, according to the testimony, 
is the same as that which was the sub- 
ject of a previous decision of the board, 
wherein it was returned dutiable under 
paragraph 15, and in harmony with that 
decision the protest was sustained,

Western Seed and Oil Markets 


MINNEAPOLIS. 
Minneapolis, Minn., June 28. 


The movement of flax to the Minneapolis 
market fell off some during the past week, 
while the movement to Duluth increased. 
Local prices were not as strong compara- 
tively and buyers here were mot very keen 
after the class of offerings that seem to 
form the bulk of the movement at pres- 
ent. A good share of it is spring threshed 
and makes very little oil. Most of the 
desirable seed is coming forward in small 
lots. An occasional car of Montana seed 
comes this way, but the movement_from 
that State is by no means steady. North 
Dakota is shipping some of the spring 
threshed offerings right along. Line ele- 
vator companies report most of the stored 
flaxseed sold out and practically nothing 
on hand at country stations. One good- 
sized line did not take in enough seed 
during the week to fill out a car load. 
Independent shippers are unable to pick 
up any carload lots either. Loc ally there 
was a 20,000 bushel lot of elevator seed 
taken over by a crusher at about 3c, under 
Duluth July. The seed was accumulated 
gradually by an elevator company buying 
bulkhead carloads of other grain. It was 
not very good and the buyer must have 
been pretty anxious for supplies to pay 
the light discount reported. 

There was a scattering movement of 
Canadian seed noted. Most of this seed 
came in on old to arrive sales. One car 
ef choice North Dakota seed came from 
very near the Canadian border line. A 
fair-sized lot of Canadian seed was bought 
to arrive at 8c. over Duluth July. Most 
of the crushers refuse to pay better than 
lc. over for it, but now and then a buyer 
will spring the market if he sees the need 
of some of it. Canadian holders are firm 
in their views and 1@2c. over July bids 
will not bring anything out. : 

The tendency of the futures is a little 
firmer on account of the lack of Argentine 
pressure. The domestic supply and de- 
mand situation is bullish and crushers 
are not very bearish around present fig- 
ures. Nobody seems to know just how 
much Argentine seed is available in this 
country. . 

All of the returning Minneapolis trav- 
elers pronounce the new crop in excellent 
condition. A liberal supply of moisture 
and cool weather made a very favorable 
root development and just now the North- 
west is being favored with good growing 
weather. Im the light soil territory of 
North Dakota very good rains fell at 
regular periods and in that section the 
crop outlook has never been better. Mon- 
tana reports are very good, only a lim- 
ited area being in need of rain. 

The supply of seed in local public eleva- 
tors dropped off quite sharply during the 
past week and the total left would not 
last much more than a week if the crush- 
ers had to depend upon it alone. Private 
elevator stocks decreased liberally and 
several cars of Duluth seed were shipped 
to Minneapolis. Crushers are looking for- 
ward to some deliveries on the July fu- 
ture next week to help them out. If they 
don’t get some stuff on July contracts 
they will probably have to purchase sup- 
ylies in that market before long as the oil 

usiness is holding up well. There is 
considerable Canadian seed available at 
lake ports, and as yet the crushers are 
not particularly mervous regarding the 
outlook for raw material. Receipts at 
Minneapolis and Duluth are considerably 
heavier than they were a year ago. Ac- 
cording to line elevator companies they 
cannot continue so very long unless farm- 
er’s elevator companies have a supply to 
unload on the market. 

No. 1 seed sells at 3c. under to 1c. over 
Duluth July price. Considerable of the 
seed grades No, 2 and sells at 2@ic. less 
than No. 1, though the buyers do not con- 
sider it worth the money. 

LINSEED OIL 


Business is holding up in good shape, a 
pleasant surprise to most of the crushers, 
and the present outlook of the mills is 
being taken care of readily. Reserves are 
being drawn ontoo. The general situation 
is very favorable for the crushers. Buy- 
ers seemingly have no supply on hand to 
take care of immediate requirements and 
are compelled to come into the market 
right along. Shipping directions on old 
and maturing contracts are very prompt 
and the out movement is somewhat 
heavier than it was a year ago. Prices 
are holding firm to stronger. ‘Trade in 
deferred oil is fair to good for this season 
of the year. A number of the buyers 


‘seem to think present prices are reason- 


able enough to contract for at least a 
portion of their fall and winter require- 
ments and bookings for November-April 
oil have been quite liberal. The big im- 
provement in the demand for cake for 
near and deferred shipment was quite a 
help in selling oil, as it gave some of the 
more timorovs crushers something solid 
to figure on. 

Spot oil quoted at 59@60c., deferred at 
about 2c, less. 

LINSEED OIL MEAL, 

There was no particular feature to the 
market. Buyers in a wide territory were 
interested in small lot offerings and their 
aggregate purchases totaled up fair for 
this time of the year, but with the mill- 
feed market very weak and pasturage 
very good the situation was not favorable 
for the development of an active market 
for meal. Most of the sales are heing 
made to Iowa and Illinois buyers. South- 
eastern buyers are not as active in the 
market at present, probably hecause of a 
fresh supply of millfeed about ready to 
market. Mixed car dealers report a mod- 
erate to light inquiry for oil meal and are 
doing no important business in that com- 
modity. Millers and mixed car dealers stili 
have some contracts with crushers for 
meal and they are making no fresh pur- 
chases. ‘The present output of meal is 
moving very readily and there is no ac- 
cvmulation possible with a big cake de- 
mand prevailing. Prices quoted at $28.50 
@, 

LINSEED OIL CAKE, 

The linseed oil cake market is booming 

again. Eastern exporters are bidding for 


large amounts for near and far shipment. 
Crushers are tendered more business than 
they can very well look after and some 
of them are inclined to keep from con- 


tracting for too much of their output at 
present prices. ‘The market is much 
firmer than it was a week ago and still 
shows a strong tendency. Some trades 
are being made direct, but exporters are 
doing a good business with local crushers. 
The freight situation has been a very 
favorable development for the cake sell- 
ers. There seems to be plenty of room 
available at fairly reasonable prices. Prac- 
tically all of the sales were made to buy- 
ers in Holland or the Scandinavian coun- 
tries. A few small lots were bought for 
shipment to the United Kingdom. There 
has been considerable business done on 
the basis of September-October shipment 
and some sales have been made for ship- 
ment during November and later months. 
Shipments on recent sales are growing 
heavier every week. During the past 
week 1,500,000 pounds more cake and meal 
were shipped than during the same week 
a year ago. A larger proportion of the 
recent out movement of meal and cake 
has been cake. The stuff is moving out by 
way of the Great Lakes and New Orleans, 
Reports from abroad are encouraging to 
crushers, as they point to a steady de- 
mand for meal in a large volume. 

Latest trades in cake were made on 
the basis of $29 Minneapolis. Crushers 
have raised their asking prices to $30 and 
expect to get even more if the demand 
keeps up and the supply dwindles, which 
it promises to do in the near future.

Duluth, Minn., June 28, 1916. 


Better demand from crushers is de- 
veloping in this market, and was stronger 
today than at any time for a considerable 
period. Crushers admit that it is only a 
short time until they will have to come 
into the market for supplies, and they are 
evidently shaping their courses that way 
now. The market continues to be locally 
strong, for it has not been affected in the 
Slightest degree by slumps in Buenos 
Aires or London, but had maintained an 
independent strength regardless of the 
changes at thuse markets. 

One thing that has been affecting the 
Duluth market for a long time was the 
lack of outward movement. The stocks 
have been undisturbed here for quite a 
long time and the little that has been 
coming in merely adds to the glut that 
has gathered. Several shipments from 
Fort. William to Duluth have helped in 
the demoralization. That condition seems,

however, about to be broken, for there 
have been several inquiries for vessel 
space within the past week, and it is 
likely that the next week will see at least 
one cargo and perhaps more moving east- 
ward, 

Reports from the country are to the ef- 
fect that the aditional acreage supposed 
te be sown to flax this year will be by 
no means as large as was expected, and 
anticipation of a poor yield has been 
started among the traders. One grain 
man who just returned from a trip 
through North Dakota, said that in driv- 
ing clear across that State, he did not 
see one field of fiax. He said that while, 
doubtless, there was some flax back from 
the line of observation, it seems odd to 
him that he did not run across at least 
a little pack here and there. Other crop 
observers have been reporting the same 
thing. Montana will likely have some ad- 
ditional acreage in new ground, but it is 
now claimed that it will not be as large 
as was hoped for. The Canadian prov- 
inces are not devoting as much space 
to flax as was looked for, if reports from 
that territory be true. Taken as a whole, 
it looks bullish. Wheat and other grains 
are holding the attention of the growers. 
Besides all of which, the crushers must 
look after the important item of the price 
of oil, and flax is too low now to make 
that market profitable to the extent that 
they would like to see it.

At the first of last week flax started 
weak in sympathy with the Duluth mar- 








ket. There was considerable liquidation. 
This continued nearly all week, and the 
week-end found trade dull, although it 
closed with a firmer tone. Dealers said 
that there was very little interest in 
cash flax. 

Stocks of flax in store at Fort William 
and Port Arthur at the week-end amount- 
ed to 1,520,350 bushels, as compared with 
1,280,360 bushels a week previously. Of- 
ficial figures showed that there were only 
239,606 bushels in store at country ele- 
vators west of Winnipeg. This, however, 
was more than a year ago, when there 
wer2 only 99,701 bushels. Nearly all the 
flax in sight is No. 1 grade.

Inspectors of flax past Winnipeg during 
the week averaged about 21,000 bushels 
per day, as compared with about 6.000 
bushels per day at the corresponding pe- 
riod of last year. Stocks in farmers’ 
nands to market are low. 

All grain crops in Western Canada are 
making good progress. There has been 
plenty moisture all spring, and enough 
warm weather to stimulate growth. The 
area under flax this season is said to be 
in the neighborhood of what it was a 
year ago, but the output should be some- 
what larger if growing conditions con- 
tinue favorable,

The market for linseed was firm in the 
early part of the week, but eased off 
later on as exporters withdrew. On 
Thursday no-session was held, but with 
a better inquiry for stocks the market 
recovered with the opening on Friday. 
Outward shipments were small, but this 
is accounted for by the lack of tonnage. 
It is noted that shipments to the United 
Kingdom are getting smaller and smaller 
and this situation arises from the inability 
of shippers to make suitable freight ar- 
rangements and also because the com- 
petition of Calcutta linseed is felt- most 
heavily in United Kingdom markets. 
Freights closed at 150s. per ton for Euro- 
pean shipment and there was some bid- 
ding to secure vessels. A good part of 
shipments are going to Copenhagen. Buy- 
ing for American interests has been ir- 
regular and has not come up to expecta- 
tions,

High Lehn & Fink Appraisal De- 
fended. 


Replying to the protest entered by the 
executors of the estate of the late Albert 
Plaut, that the recent appraisal of the 
stocks and bonds of Lehn & Fink, be- 
queathed by the former head of that 
house, was far in excess of the value of 
these securities at the time of his death, 
John J. Lyons, a State inheritance tax 
appraiser, defended his valuation of that 
company’s stock, at a hearing before Sur- 
rogate Cohalan, in the Surrogate’s Court, 
in New York City, on June 20, by stating 
that the large profits and dividends de- 
clared by the concern had amply justi- 
fied it. 

Mr. Lyons admitted that he was in- 
fluenced in his appraisal by the fact that 
320 per cent. in dividends had been paid 
on the common stock of Lehn & Fink dur- 
ing the last five yearns and that the 
dividends for the year ended April 30, 
1915, had amounted to 200 per cent. He 
also testified that two expert accountants 
had examined the assets and liabilities 
of Lehn & Fink and that one of them 
had appraised the common stock at $385 
a share and the other at $640 a share. 
From these two appraisements and his 
own computation, Mr. Lyons said he had 
figured the value of the securities, to 
which the executors have made _ such 
strong objection 

The attorneys for the executors of- 
fered in evidece a verified report made 
by P. J. Curry, a public appraiser, estab- 
lishing the value of the common stock 
at only $295 a share and also contended 
that the large dividends paid in recent 
years, notably since the beginning of the 
European war, when profits were abnor- 
mally great on German goods already in 
stock, had not been disbursed entirely 
out of net profits, averaging $131,500 for 
the last five years, but had also been 
drawn to some extent from a surplus, so 
that an examination of the company’s 
books revealed a deficit of $27,503.03. Sur- 
rogate Cohalan ruled that ‘“‘dividends paid 
are only evidence of value and not con- 
clusive,’’ but failed to render a final de- 
cision as on the stock's value.

Some improvement is reported in 
jobbing demand for many paint ma- 
terials, As deliveries against contracts 
are seasonable, the market in general 
is in a fairly normal position as far 
as the movement to consumers is con- 
cerned, From the price standpoint 
many offerings are above the normal 
levels, as reference to the color list 
will attest. During the week there was 
a tendency towards lower prices for 
Some of the chemicals used in the paint 
trade and linseed oil also sold on terms 
more favorable to buyers. China wood 
oil is very firm on spot, as stocks are 
light, and on shipments there is a 
range according to seller, but all quota- 
tions are materially under those asked 
for spot oil. Shellac varnishes are 
strong, in view of the position of the 
shellac market. At the close of the 
week the new price list for American 
zinc oxide went into effect. In the 
case of French process the new prices 
cover deliveries over the next three 
months and on ordinary zinc oxide the 
prices apply over the coming six 
months. The lead pigments are hold- 
ing steady and producers will go slow 
in making any reductions in price, as 
the pigments did not go up in pro- 
portion to the rise in raw materials, 
and while the metal market has eased 


off from the high levels there is no 
assurance that low prices are to fol- 
low. Spirits of turpentine were quiet 


with prices easy. A review of the lin- 
seed oil and naval stores markets will 
be found on pages 21 and 23, respec- 
tively. On page 12 there is a com- 
plete report on the flaxseed situation. 
A report on alcohol will be found un- 
der the drug market. Comment on 
the important items in the paint trade 
follows:— 
Lead, Zine and Pigments, 


PIG LEAD.—The open quotation for 
pig lead in the New York market is 
held at 7c. per pound, but offers are 
freely made at 6.85@6.90c, per pound. 
The market has not been active dur- 
ing the interval and shows no change 
of consequence. St. Louis quotes lead 
at 65%@6%c. per pound. Lead ore at 
Joplin is quoted at $77.50 per ton. 

WHITE LEAD (Basic Carbonate).— 
The greater importance of export de- 
mand for white lead in recent months 
is shown by official figures which cover 
outward shipments for the ten months 
of the fiscal year from July, 1915, to 
April, 1916, inclusive. These figures, 


with comparisons for the two years 
preceding, are as follows:—

The market for basic carbonate is 
established on a steady basis, as cor- 
roders are said to have considerable 
metal purchased above the current 
price, and also because the pigment 
was not advanced in price proportion- 
ately when pig lead went to the un- 
usually high levels which prevailed 
earlier in the year. Consumers are 
now able to cover needs over the next 
two months at 8%c. per pound, which 
is the price quoted for spot material. 
This refers to dry white lead, as white 
lead in oil is held at 9%c. per pound, 
and ranges upwards according to quan- 
tity. There is a fair jobbing call for 
white lead in oil and, as a good part 
of the output of the product, both dry 
and ground in oil, is sold on contracts, 
stocks are held at rather low levels. 

WHITE LEAD (Basic Sulphate).— 
The market for basic sulphate white 
lead is well established at 8%c. per 
pound and developments during the 
week have not been such as to cause 
any weakness. Producers are offering 
spot prices on deliveries over the next 
sixty days, but for distant position no 
open prices are named and such busi- 
ness is acceptable only on condition 
that prices be determined by the quo- 
tations which prevail at the time when 
deliveries are made. 

RED LEAD.—A fair jobbing demand 
for red lead in oil is reported, and the 
prices quoted depend upon quantity. 
The lowest price is on a basis of 10%c. 
per pound, but this is given only to buy- 
ers of round lots. Dry red lead is hold- 
ing firm at previous quotations of 9%«. 
per pound and upwards, according to 
amounts desired. 

LITHARGE.—There has been no 
quotable change in the market price for 
litharge, and round lots are held at 9%4c. 


per pound. There is a steady move- 
ment into consuming channels in the 


manufacturing trades, but demand for 
small lots is not active. Stocks are 
reported to be comparatively small, and 
this is a strengthening factor on prices. 

ORANGE MINERAL. — Seasonable 
trading is reported in this material. 
The market is not featured in any way, 
and the steadiness of prices prevents 
any interest in that phase of the mar- 
ket. There is a difference in prices as 


quoted by different sellers, but this has 
been the case for some time and is not 


a new development.

SPELTER.—Demand for spelter has 
been quiet and prices have sagged some- 
what. Holders were eager to dispose 
of stocks and offers were made at 11.30

$60@90 per ton. 

ZINC OXIDE.—About the only fea- 
ture to the market for zinc oxide is the 
fact that the new quotations for Amer- 
ican process and French process went 
into effect at the close of the week. On 
American process zinc oxide the quota- 
tions are named for July-December de- 
liveries, and, because of higher produc- 
ing costs, the pigment is held at higher 
levels than were quoted for the first 
half of the year. In the case of French 
process zinc oxide the quotations apply 
to July-September deliveries, and the 
new quotations show a material decline 
from the prices effective over the sec- 
ond quarter of the year. The reason 
for this is found in lower producing 
costs, as manufacturers have been able

to secure spelter at more favorable 
prices. Quotations for French process 
zinc oxide are:—Red seal, 16c. per 


pound; green seal, 16%c. per pound, and 
white seal, 17c. per pound. These prices 
apply on car lots and on less than car 
lots the prices are advanced %c. per 
pound, respectively. Above quotations 
are based on shipments in barrels f. o. b. 
shipping points. 

Quotations for ordinary American 
zinc oxide are as follows:—9%c. per 
pound for 50-ton lots, 9%c. per pound 
for carloads and 10c. per pound for less 
than carloads. Selected zinc oxide 
brings %c. per pound over the above 
prices. Leaded zinc oxide 35 per cent. 
is 8%4c, per pound for 50-ton lots, 8%c. 
per pound for car lots and 8%c. per 
pound for less then car lots. Other 
leaded grades range higher in price, 
according to quality. These prices are 
effective only on contracts for the sec- 
ond half of the year and are based on 
shipment in barrels f.0.b. shipping 
point, 

While exports of zinc oxide were 
heavy some months ago they have 
fallen off in volume and for the ten 
months ending April show a loss as 
compared with the corresponding 
period last year.

REGISTRATION OF PATENT 
MEDICINE IN PORTO RICO 


Strict Provisions Concerning In- 
gzredients, Sales Methods, Adver- 
tising and Guaranty Claims Em- 
bodied in Governor’s Proclama- 
tion, Under Date of May 10, 1916. 


Under date of May 10, this year, the 
Governor of Porto Rico issued a proc- 
lamation submitting the regulations gov- 
erning the registration of ‘‘patent’’ medi- 
cines, which had been approved by the 
executive council on May 2 Under this 
regulation all patent medicines manufac- 
tured on the island, or manufactured out- 
side and imported for sale, must be reg- 
istered, analyzed and otherwise supervised 
by the Service of Sanitation, under pen- 
alty 

The provisions of the new regulations 
in sense, but not in exact verbiage—are 
given herewith: 


What the Regulations Require. 


That no person, firm. syndicate, corpora- 
tion, proprietor or administrator of a 
drug store or pharmacy. and no business 
engaged in manufacturing on the island 
of Porto Rico, devoted to the preparation 
of patent medicines des‘gned for pharma- 
cological uses, shall offer for sale such 
medicines, nor distribute them from house 
to house, nor give out free samples unless 
the medical formula for such preparation 
shall have been previously registered with 
the Service of Sanitation. 

That the application for such registra- 
tion shall state that the medicine has been 
prepared in accordance with the provi- 
sions of the Federal Food and Drugs Act 
of 196, and also with regulation No. 28, 
governing such medicines. The other data 
to be filed at the same time shall include 
the name of the preparation, of the appli- 
cant, where the remedy is made, the form 
and container employed. the names in 
English and Spanish of all ingredients ex- 
cept those inactive or inert: the thera- 
peutic effects claimed. The exact text of 
the advertising matter to be used and of 
the matter accompanying the preparation 
must also be given, together with the 
name of the island agent if the manufac- 
turer is a non-resident of Porto Rico 

With the application must be submitted 
two samples of the medicine as sold, and 
copies of the advertising matter to be 
employed. The form of advertising and 
the make-up of the package shall not be 
changed without authorization of the 
Service of Sanitation. 

The Service of Sanitation is instructed 
not to make known the formula nor the 
names of the ingredients employed. 

All this data will be filed in a book of 
registration together with the official num- 
ber given the preparation, and an analysis 
made by the director of the chemical 
laboratory of the service, who must give 
to the applicant as his guaramtee a certi- 
fied copy of the registry, together with a 
copy of the official analysis. 

Manufacturers of such patent medicines 
are, however, forbidden to use any legend 
on the package which would infer that 
the Service of Sanitation either guarantees 
or recognizes the merits or the therapeutic 
action of the medicine so registered. 


Time of Registration. 


The original time for such registration 
was set at Julv 1, after which date the 
advertising and sale of non-registered 
medicines would be prohibited. but Di- 
rector W. F. Lippitt. director of the health 
board, has since stated that “reasonable

Linseed Cake and Meal, 


Demand for meal in the East is very 
quiet and the market is nominal. Cake 
has come in for a better trading move- 
ment and some large shipments were 
made during the period. The largest 
shipments are reported for Rotterdam 
and Copenhagen. Prices are firmer and 
are given at $32.50 per ton at the sea- 
board. Sales are reported at Minne- 
apolis at 339 per ton.

COTTONSEED OIL. 

The interval has occasioned little im- 
portant change in cottonseed oil prices. 
Fluctuations have been narrow and ag- 
eTegate transactions have been rel- 
atively small. Outside developments 
have been of a character to prompt 
caution and the sensitive position of 
the market has made it susceptible to 
small operations on either side. Sharp 
declines and recoveries in cotton and 
Security prices had a sentimental in- 
fluence on oil, but at the close the 
oil market has revealed no discernable 
trend. Fear of a breaking off of dip- 
lomatic relations with Mexico resulted 
in scattered liquidation and this, with 
moderate bear pressure, caused prices 
decline. Later an advance in pure 
lard prices inspired more confidence 
in the oil market and prices recovered 
under light investment buying and 
short covering. The consuming trade 
has not shown much attention, judg- 
ing from the opinions of dealers. 

Buying for industrial use is said to 
be conservative, with consumers show- 
ing no apparent desire to discount 
future wants. Export business has 
been light, although it is understood 
that some inquiry prevails for Holland. 

Official figures on the cottonseed 
crushed this season show that 4,201,059 
tons of seed reached the mills, against

Eastern Petroleum Review. 


A review of the high grade petroleum fields 
east of the Mississippi River, comprising South- 
ern New York, Pennsylvania, West Virginia, 
Southeastern, Central, and Northwestern Ohio, 
Indiana, Illinois and Kentucky, for the week 
shows a nice gain in the number of wells fin- 
ished, dry holes, gas wells and new produc- 
tion, which is in one way encouraging to the 
‘average oil man, and shows a better per cent. 
for the investments. The real conditions of the 
fields are not changing to any great extent, 
and but little territory is being added to the 
confined limits, although much wildcat work is 
under way. While the once famous Cushing 
pool hag gone backward, others are taking 
its place, and it is estimated by conservative 
oil men that the daily production of crude 
petroleum is close to 800,000 barrels a day 
in the territory controlled by the United States 
and is the largest in the history of the in- 
dustry, and what this result will bring forth 
remains to be seen. Much more crude is go- 
ing into storage than formerly, and warning 
has already gone out for producers to proceed 
slowly, which is one reason that the activity 
is not what it wouid be if things were just the 
opposite. 

When 1916 opened there were general expec- 
tations among oil operators that prices for oil 
at the wells would reach a much higher fig- 
ure than prevailed at that time. There had 
been a large decline in the production of the 
Cushing pool in Oklahoma, where in _ six 
months the production had fallen from some 
300,000 barrels daily to less than 90,000. There 
were no large pools in sight, and with the 
enormous demand for gasoline and general 
gradual growth of export and domestic con- 
sumption, the promise for further advances in

the market were bright. This feeling has been 
maintained until within the last few weeks. 

The latter part of May it began to dawn 
on the trade that the production was steadily 
gaining. The Healdton, Augusta, El Dorado 
and Shamrock pools of the mid-continent were 
making up much of the amount lost at Cush- 
ing, and meanwhile higher prices were stim- 
ulating work in all the divisions, so that there 
Was an increase everywhere. In the fields east 
of the Mississippi River there has been some 
gain in the output, small, of course, but at 
least it has been enough to add something to 
the total. 

In the Texas Panhandle there has been a 
25 per cent. increase in the daily production 
within five months, and the Gulf coast has 
shown a still larger gain. Caddo is the only 
division which has had any marked decline. 
Estimates on the production of the mid-con- 
tinent field, including Caddo and the Pan- 
handle, in the first week of January, 1916, 
placed it at 860,000 barrels daily in round 
numbers. The estimated production of these 
same fields for the first week in June was 
440,000 barrels daily, a gair of 80,000 barrels, 

The pipe line runs of January showed a daily 
average for the fields east of the Mississippi 
River of 87,500 barrels. For May the average 
of the runs for these divisions was 102,000 
barrels, or an increase of 14,500 barrels daily. 
From these figures it may be determined that 
the production of the better grades of oil has 
increased something like 95,000 barrels a day 
since the start of the year. In the same time 
the production of the Gulf coast fields has in- 

ased from 50,000 to 72,000 barrels a day. 
cent reports from that division indicate a 
weaker feeling as to prices among marketers, 
and less inclination to make contracts at pres- 
ent prices. It is also noticeable that there is 
more anxiety among producers as to the prob- 
able course of the market. Those who were 
strong believers in a much higher price a few 
months ago are now less optimistic. The large 
welfs at Shamrock and the development of 
fields of Kansas has caused a change in the 
situation. The best feature is that the Sham- 
rock territory promises to be of much smaller 
extent than that of Cushing, and the rapid 
development of the field will result in a quicker 
decline of the wells. But the fact remains 
that just at present the production is increas- 
ing, and should this condition continue or be 
added to by the discovery of new pools, it is 
liable to again disturb the balance between 
production and consumption. 

It is also notable that the production of the 
high-grade today is almost the same as a 
year ago. At that time, when Cushing was in 
its glory, the output of the mid-continent field, 
including Caddo and the Panhandle, was esti- 
mated at 440,000 barrels, the same as now, 
while the daily average of the fields east of 
the Mississippi River was practically as at 
present. Thus the production at present may 
be assumed as no greater than that of one 
year ago, and on this mere statement the 
prospects would be exceedingly bright, since 
it must be admitted that consumption has 
not decreased any in the last twelve months. 
But the field situation is altogether different 
from that of a year ago. Following June, 1915, 
there was a steady decline in the petroleum 
production of the United States to the end of 
the year. Moreover, a year ago field work 
was at the lowest mark it had been since 
the Oklahoma field came into prominence, with 
only 903 wells completed in all divisions dur- 
ing June, and 40 per cent. of them were dry 
or gas. Since the start of 1916 the production 
has been increasing, and field operations have 
more than doubled. In May there were over 
2,000 productive oi] wells, as against 545 in 
June of last year. The actual production and 
consumption conditions at present are favor- 
able, but the active work in all fields with 
steadily increasing output for the past four 
months, and a promise of a greater addition 
to it during the summer, causes the thoughtful 
operator some anxiety as to what the outcome 
may be in the near future. 

The large deals being made in the petroleum 
business is something wonderful and it makes 
leaders of other industry set up and look. 
These deals are arousing the speculative in- 
stinct in the public. The larger the figures 
the more interest they command. The $50,- 
000,000 company organized by the Sinclair 
interests has been followed by deals of a 
smaller amount by other companies, but still 
of sufficient size to attract attention in a 
world-wide way. The Cosden Company a 
short time ago purchased the properties of the 
Hill Oil and Gas Company in the Cushing 
pool at a reported price of $12,000,000 and fol- 
lowed it a few days later with another deal 
involving $1,000,000 in the Augusta, Kan., 
field. It has only been a few months ago 
that the Augusta pool was heard of, and when 
a million dollar fortune can be made in such 
a limited time it is no wonder the general 
public becomes excited and everything con- 
nected with the ofl game, looks gilt-edged. 
There have always been these cycles of spec- 
ulation and wild excitement in the oil indus- 
try since its inception, and there probably 
always will be. 

From All Over. 


The Ohio Fuel Supply Company is enlarging 
its already large plant at Homer, Ohio, and 
east a few miles from Columbus. This is a 
Treat compressor station and is being enlarged 
to take in an absorption system that bids fair 
to be one of the most complete plants of that 
kind in the world. The plant was disigned 
by Mr. Bidderson of the Ohio Company with 
the co-operation and help of Mr, Oberfell, 
who was formerly with the Bureau of Mines, 
The boilers of the new plant, which will fur- 
nish the steam for cracking the absorbent oil, 
are of the new vertical water-tube type that 
are set upon concrete bases and enclosed in 
brickwork so that when finished they appear 
like great chimneys that have been cut in 
half. The system to be employed at this new 
plant is somewhat similar to the well known 
Saybolt process, though a different method in 
some parts of the work makes it so dissimilar 
that no interference in the patent rights of 
the Saybolt process is anticipated. It is also 
worthy of note that the acetylene welding torch 
is playing a very important part in the erec- 
tion of this plant and practically no threads 
are used in the installation of the piping sys- 
tems, while some of the units to be used have 
withstood a pressure of 400 pounds without 
giving way. When the work on the Homer 
plant is completed the Ohio Fuel Supply Com- 
pany will have one of the most complete gas- 
compressing and gasoline-extraction plants in 
the world. 

The National Oil Corporation and the Twin 
Bridges Oil and Gas Company are making ex- 
haustive tests to determine whether they can 
make a paying proposition of the by-products 
in their oil which is located near Junction 
City in Perry county, Ohio. 

Two more good deep sand wells have been 
discovered in the Panhandle fields of Texas 
and in what is known as the Electra field. 
One produced 1,700 and the other 1,500 bar- 
rels a day. There are now 48 strings of 
drilling tools running in the Electra field at 
this time and the finding of a deep pay sand 
will revolutionize the oil game in that field. 

The Gulf Coast regions are not overlooked 
when it comes to gusher wells. One good for 
4,500 barrels was drilled in the Sour Lake 
field. A well producing 4,000 barrels a day 
was found in the Humble pool, and a 1,500- 
barrel gusher in the Batson field. The last 
named well is a deep sand proposition and is 
in advance of the cap-rock field and shows that 
there is still much untested territory there 
that looks good. In the Edgerly field a 1,000-

California. 
Los Angeles, Cal., June 25, 1916 

Reports fram the various fields of California 
for the past week indicate a continuation of 
activity in all lines of development. Eighteen 
new woalls were started, chiefly in the San 
Joaquin Valley section. Although drilling has 
assumed large proportions in many places, 
there ig little possibility of over-production in 
the near future, as shipments continue to in 
crease monthly. The present price of oil here 
precludes the possibility of a stampede in 
drilling and tends toward an increase in 
shipments. Since, however, there is still over 


40,000,000 barrels in stocks, the monthly draft 
causes little comment, 


Exports to Sonora Increase. 


California’s oil exports for April, which fig- 
ures have just been made public by the cus- 
toms houge, show a total of 42,278,767 gallons, 
valued at $1,153,232, as compared to the ex- 
ports during March of 48,886,685 gallons, val- 
ued at §1.367,688. The figure for April {s 
far more than the average monthly total ex- 
ports, but less than the total for the previous 
month, which was the banner month thus far 
this year. 

The report indicates that trade with Sonora 
is assuming the large proportions that existed 
before the revolution. No less than 1,423,344 
gallons, valued at $45,502, were exported to 
that country from California. This is the 
largest figure that such shipments have reached 
in several years In March but 851,469 gal- 
lons classified as crude were shipped to Mex- 
ico, valued at $21,956. 

The total amount of fuel oil shipped from 
California during April wags 37,578,098 gallons, 
valued at $599.498, as compared to March's 
total of 39,096,217, valued at $701,414, practi- 
cally the same amount. Of this total 33,- 
285.290 gallons, valued at $493,235. were 
shipped from San Francisco, and 2,869,464 gal- 
lons, valued at $44,422, from Southern Cali- 
fornia. 


The total amount of illuminants exported dur- 
ing April were 2,500,000 gallons, valued at 
250,000, as compared to the total for March 
of 7,328,199 gallons, valued at $374,574, which 
oil product was the only one to suffer a de- 
crease to any great extent. Gasoline, naph- 
thay, ete., were exported to the extent of 1,- 
431,808 gallons, valued at $191.696, an_in- 
crease over the previous month of about 400,- 
000 gallons. There was an increase in the 
export of lubricants during April amounting to 
approximately 250,000 gallons, the total be- 
ing 778,861 gallons, valued at $112,038, against 
522.845 gallons, valued at $82,977, in March. 
The shipments from Southern California will 
be more after May than they have been hith- 
erto, for-the Union Oil Company will ship 
its oil to foreign ports from the Los Angeles 
harbor instead of from Port San Luis. Space 
has been leased from the General Petroleum 
for this purpose. The oil from the possessions 
of the Union in the Fullerton fields has been 
increased to such an extent that this course 
is advisable. The oil comes from Fullerton 
through an eight-inch line and their present 
system will enable them to handle 250,000 bar- 
rels or more per month than wags previously 
handled. ror ta 
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In the Southern Fields. 


In the oil fields south of the Tchachepl 
drilling is being pushed to an extent which has 
seldom been equalled in the history of this lo- 
eality. A total of about 75 strings are being 
run in Los Angeles, Ventura and Orange 
counties, in which for the most part, the oil 
flelds are situated. The Standard is running 
21 strings in the Fullerton flelds, Orange coun- 
ty, and the Union is close behind drilling 19 
wells. These two companies alone are doing 
over 5) per cent. of the drilling, Others of 
the larger companies are running the follow- 
ing number of strings:—Amalgamated, 9; Co- 
lumbia, 5; Santa Fe, 4; Birch. 4 

The wildcatting is comparatively small in 
amount. In los Angeles county, near Long 
Beach the Highland Development Company is 
putting down a well remote from all others on 
the Dominques Ranch Little oil sand has 
been encountered so far. The Crafton well 
in the Baldwin Hillis near n Fernando has 
opened a new prospective field Two others 
are being drilled in the San Fernando Valley 
and one near Chatsworth Park 












In Ventura county two new fields have been 
opened with good perspective value. The State 
Consolidated has two wells drilling No. 1 
has run into a gassy oil sand, which has re- 
suited in two blowouts, one of which sent 
oil and sand 150 feet above the crown block 
The completion of this well has been held up 
owing to high gas pressure This has forced 
sand up between the 8 and 10-inch casings and 
wedged them tight Pfforts to perforate have 
been unavailing and they are trying to sep 
arate the two casings Indications in No. 1 
were so good that No. 2 was started in near 
proximity and is going good at present The 
cther new field in Ventura county is on the 
South ‘Mountain property, some ten miles from 
present production 





Of wells completed in the south the Union 
well No. 7 on the Hole lease near Fullerton 


is the best that has been brought in for 








some time Since its completion the flow 
has averaged about 2.000 barrels a day. The 
well has sanded up several times, but has been 
cleaned out successfully on each occasion. The 
Amalgamated’s well on the lease adjoining 
the Hole continues to flow at the rate of 2,000 
daily. 


Unlike the north, oil property owners have 
not been harrassed by government prosecution, 
which permits the drilling to continue steadily. 
The oil properties in Los Angeles and Orange 
counties are in private hands for the most 
part and were patented many years ago, which 


lifts it above any suspicion. Heretofore the 
existence of so much government land within 
the oil belt of the San Joaquin Valley has 
handicapped development elsewhere, but now 


it appears conditions are reversed 

During May in the South there was an in- 
crease in production over April, but, notwith- 
standing this, stocks were drawn on to a 
large extent Marketing facilities and the mar 
ket are exceptionally good in the South at 
present, which accounts for the depletion of 
stocks. 














Coast Field Activities. 


Drilling in the Santa Maria fields is oon- 
fined to deepening or redrilling old welle for 
the most part New drilling has not fallen off 
to any extent, but little effort ia being made 
to extend the present oj] boundary with but 
few exceptions. The Union, Western Unton, 
Rice Ranch and Pinal Dome companies are 
most active in the old Santa Maria field.

New Work. 


According to the report of the State Mining 
Bureau for new work started during week 
ending June 17, 1916, eighteen new wells were 
started, a normal average number, as com 
pared to 29 started the week previous. Twen- 
ty-one wells were tested for water shutoff, 10 
to be deepened or redrilled and 3 were aban- 
doned. These figures were identical with the 
totals of the week previous in the same line 
of work. Of the new wells, 3 are in the 
Fullerton fields, while the remainder are in 
the San Joaquin Valley, the old Kern River 
field having 6, the Midway 5, 3 in the Belridge- 
Lost Hills territory and one in the McKit- 
trick ‘‘front,’’ which has seen considerable 
activity in the past few months. 

The Associated Oil Company started 4 new 
wells last week, one In Lost Hills in 13-26-20, 
and 3 in 30-28 It ig@ reported that this 
company will art & new wells in the near 
future in the Cat Canyon section of the Santa 
Maria fields, on properties where there has 
been no attempt at development for years 
past. The Cat Canyon district in the past 
was exploited by several companies with but 
little success. Present prices, however, have 
made possible profit from territory which two 
years ago would have been of no worth. 

The Pittsburgh Oi] and Gas Company has 
entered the lists and will put its first well 
down on the McKittrick front in 6-30.22. The

The Standard Oil Company will start 5 wells,

It is not probable Butler county will ever 
equal Cushing in point of production, and yet 
it is showing much larger wells for the same 
age than Cushing showed. The output is now 
nearly 60,000 barrels a, day; Cushing about 
150,00) barrels; the first wells at Cushing 
were drilled in 1912; the Butier county field 
was started only a few months ago And 
already the Kansas pool ranks with the three 
largest pools ever developed in the mid-con- 
tinent region First in importance came Cush- 
ing, next Glenn and third Butler county At 
the present time the production of Augusta 
and Eldorade aggregates about 6,000 barrels 
a day, possibly a little mbre than this. The 
highest daily yield of Gienn amounted to about 
100,000 barrels. It will not be at all sur 
prising if this Butler county pool exceeds 
Glenn and takes rank as the second largest 
pool ever developed in the mid-continent re- 
gion. It is attaining that position rapidly 
Its output has been almost doubled the past 
ten days. Big gushers are now common. And 
the really humorous part of it is the fact that 
it is in Kansas. Cushing had seen ‘‘its best 
days before it drilled in a well over 12,000 
barrels a day. Already Augusta has been 
able to boast of a gusher doing 10,000 barrels 
a day or better and the pool ig scarcely a 
year old yet. 

The possibilities of Butler county are only 
so far hinted at. Until a fortnight ago there 
were two deep pays, one at 1,950 feet and the 
other at 2,40 feet; but the Kirkpatrick farm 
well in 50-28-4 developed a new sand at 1,730 
feet which gives great promise This first 
well in it, as previously reported, started off 
at 3.500 barrels a day Then there are the 
shallower sands. But no one can tell what 
may result from still deeper drill. There is 
the possibility of rich pays below the 2,400- 
foot stratum. Onty a few miles further 
south at Blackwell, Okla., the rich pay is 
found at 3,400 feet. Why not a deeper pay 
at Augusta, and a richer pay than any so 
far found? It is foolish to seoff at the idea.

Slow Progress at Blackwell, 


Notwithstanding there are about sixty 
and wells drilling in the Blackwell 
it is several weeks since an important well 
was completed in that neighborhood. At the 
present time there are two or three wells on 
top of the sand and their completion is being 
watched with interest. 

One of the most important reports to date 
is that the Varrick Oil Company's well on the 
Youngmeyer farm in 15-28-2 W., which is 
seven miles southwest of the original Alberti 
wells, was showing oil at 3,500 feet. If this 
well should develop into a big producer, it 
would prove one of the most important com- 
pletions in many a day in that part of the 
country. It seemed to indicate a slight dip of 
the sand to the southwest. It will be recalled 
that this well at a depth of 900 feet pene- 
trated SO feet of sand. The discovery of oil 
in the deep sand, and the fact that the lower 
sand is found in such thickness, would seem 
to indicate that the territory thereabouts is 
worthy of careful consideration. Should the 
Youngmeyer farm well come in a gusher or 
even a good paying well, it would mean either 
that another pool had been taken up or that 
the sand from the parent Blackwell pool ex- 
tends through to that point, a distance of 
seven mi'‘es, in which event the fraternity 
might well look for one of the biggest pro- 
ducing districts in the mid-continent field. 
The only hindering feature would be the 
heavy cost and the extreme difficulty of com- 
pleting wells in that territory.

LONDON DRUG MARKET. 
London, June 15, 1916. 


Quiet conditions obtain here, partly 
through a further restriction in home de- 
mand and partly owing to government de- 


lays in granting export permits, Complaint 
is rife that British merchants lose business 
to foreign competitors, especially Frenca, 
owing to the greater freedom with which 
their authorities grant shipment licenses 

As regards values, the high level has not 
on the whole been maintained, Salicylates, 
bromides, quinine, cocaine and (among the 
synthetics) acetanilide, phenazone and 
sulphonal are outstanding instances of de- 
cline. Codliver oil has not been able to 
support the absurdly extreme rates lately 
quoted, although even now value is very 
high. in regard to Newfoundland codliver 
oil, it is interesting to note that the gov- 
ernment there is insisting on refiners hold- 
ing an official certificate. In the crude drug 
classification, ipecac is lower, and, among 
essential oils and perfumery or flavoring 
products, eucalyptus oil, the Sicilian es- 
sences, thymol, menthol and vanillin have 
declined, 

On the other hand, baritone, phenazone 
and resorcin have advanced lately; cara- 
way oil, coumarin and heNotropin com- 
mand full prices; ergot of rye has im- 
proved; glacial acetic acid and formalde- 
hyde are very scarce and dear, and milk 
sugar and saccharin are in short supply at 
advancing rates.

NEW DYESTUFFS TARIFF 
RATES AS PROPOSED. 


(Special to the Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, July 1, 1916. 

All finished colors except synthetic 
alizarin and indigo will carry a duty of 
five cents a pound and 30 per cent. ad 
valorem under the ways and means rev- 
enue bill, which will be introduced in the 
House by Chairman Kitchin this after- 
noon. 

Indigo and alizarin are transferred from 
free list and given 30 per cent. ad va- 
lorem. All coal-tar crudes are placed on 
this free list and intermediates are made 
dutiable at 244 cents a pound and 2 per 
cent. advalorem. These rates are consid- 
erably below those proposed in the Hill 
bill. 


All stamp taxes in schedule ‘‘A” and 
“R” are abolished. The munitions taxes 
to raise seventy million dollars covers all 
except dynamite and blasting powder. 

A quick chance made last night after 
repeated conferences between Chairman 
Kitchin and Secretary McAdoo brought 
about an agreement on Mr. Kitchin’s plan 
for a bond issue to meet about one hun- 
dred and twenty-five million dollars of 
war expenditures imstead of trying to 
meet these expenses by increasing the 
revenues and adding to rather than 
abolishing stamp taxes. 

The Treasury and administration stood 
out till the last against a bond issue, 
but finally yielded.

Aside from a further sharp uplift of 
prices in such Mexican botanical 
products as Tampico sarsaparilla and 
jalap roots, damiana and “American” 
saffron flowers, or safflower, there has 
been no pronounced reflection of the 
Mexican situation in the drug market 
within the week. Additional advances 
have occurred in quinine salts, in sec- 
ond hands, and also in the prices asked 
by manufacturers and their agents for 
mercury and dynamite glycerine, but 
the upward movements in these articles 
have not progressed as far or as rap- 
idly as they probably would have, if 
more definite intimationg had been re- 
ceived of the United States Govern- 
ment’s intention to place contracts for 
sizable quantities of these commodi- 
ties, as was suggested when the mo- 
bilization of the National Guard was 
begun, 

In the absence of more than a light 
demand for opium, leading importers 
of this basic narcotic have lowered 
their prices for the powdered and gran- 
ular grades to a considerable extent 
and lower prices have also been named 
for needle antimony, monobromated 
camphor, Chinese cantharides, Russian 
ergot, silver gelatine, naphthaline, 
Salicylic acid, Para balsam copaiba, 
Para tonka beans, Italian sweet orange 
oil, bitter orange oil, American penny- 
royal oil, East Indian sandalwood oil, 
tansy oil, Curacao aloes in cases, Cape 
and Socotrine aloes, gum asafoetida, 
gum guaiac, high quality Aleppo gum 
tragacanth, Spanish sage leaves, low 
grade Tinnevelly senna leaves, thyme 
leaves, orris root, high dried rhubard 
root, Mexican sarsaparilla root, cara- 
way, celery, India poppy and brown 
Bari, California and Sicily mustard 
seeds and Japan wax. 

Higher prices, besides those mentioned 
in Mexican botanicals and in “outside” 
lets of quinine, in dynamite glycerine 
and mercury, have also occurred in 
Newfoundland codliver oil, West Indian 
kola nuts, U. S. P. lycopodium, nitrate

by recent developments in the Mexican 
situation has increased the volume of 
business in this liquid metal still fur- 
ther of late, and as supplies here have 
been greatly reduced thereby, prices 
asked by the manufacturers and their 
agents have been raised again to a 
minimum of $80 a flask, while up to 
$85 is being demanded in some quar- 
ters. Several sales have recently been 
made at $85 a flask, although early in 
the week business was transacted at 
$83 and even at $80.

shipments from the country of produc- 
tion, in the event that the embroglio 
there between the United States and 
Mexico becomes more serious within 
the near future. Estimates on the 1915- 
1916 crop of Mexican beans indicate a 
yield of only 185,000 pounds of both 
whole beans and cuts, as compared 
with a normal crop of 360,000 pounds, 
and the outlook for the 1916-1917 crop 
is also said to have been darkened by 
the damage wrought among the vines 
in the seaboard districts by the tor- 
nado and cyclone of last October. The 
growing fear that the Mexican mix-up 
may preclude shipments from Tecolutla 
and Vera Cruz has inspired still firmer 
views on prices in most directions of 
late and local handlers are now de- 
manding $4.50 for ordinary Mexican 
whole beans while asking $4.75@5.50 for 
better qualities. In one quarter, more- 
over, up to $6 is being asked for some 
brands of Mexican whole beans. Only 
the poorest description of Mexican 
whole beans are now available at $4.25. 
All offers of Mexican cuts at prices be- 
low $3.75 have been withdrawn of late 
and local operators are now demand- 
ing $3.75@4.25 for these cuts. As pre- 
viously mentioned, it is now feared 
that the combined stocks of Mexican 
and Bourbon beans will not be ade- 
quate this year to meet the require- 
ments of the extract makers, and that 
an unprovided for demand for 100,000 
pounds will be revealed before the 1916- 
1917 crop of whole beans becomes 
available. Latest arrivals have in- 
cluded twenty-one cases from Vera 
Cruz. 

Bourbons continue to be strongly 
maintained, in view of unabated re- 
ports of a poor yield from the vines 
on the producing islands, due to the 
failure of the growers to replant for 
at least three years. Local operators 
are now quoting their stocks at $2.60@ 
3.50, as to quality. 

South Americans are in very light 
supply, and strongly maintained at $3.25 
@3.50 for the general run of Guadaloupe 
beans. Some exceptionally high quality 
Guadaloupe goods are being maintained 
at $3.75@4. 

Tahiti beans are in active demand, 
but only small supply here, and local 
handlers continue to ask a minimum of 
$1.60 for the green label goods.

Dealers generally report a quiet de- 
mand for additional lots of chemicals. 
It is true that certain specialties are 
prompting attention, but business as a 
a rule has been slack. Resales of soda 
ash are still taking place, and there 
is more or less competition among sec- 
ond hands for business. The same is 
true of caustic soda. Under these con- 


ditions prices are unsettled on spot 
and subject to slight price shading. 
Bleaching powder in large containers 


is rather difficult to move, and prices 
are lower. There is still a pronounced 
searcity of small export drums, how- 
ever, and bleach in export containers 
is held at 2@2%c. per pound premium 
on spot. Many of the acids have set- 
tled to a more attractive buying basis. 
There are more sellerg in the market 
and demand for export is not so active 


as noted earlier in the season. Sul- 
phuric, nitric, muriatic and acetic 
acid are easier, and domestic buyers 


are showing a conservative attitude in 
in their operations. Oxalic acid is 
lower, more on account of a quiet de- 
mand than increased offerings. Tar- 
taric acid is a shade easier on spot, 
because makers are catching up with 
standing contracts, and a little more 
acid is finding its way into second 
hands. Hydrofiuoric acid is still very 


Scarce on spot, and it is stated that 
makers are behind on orders. There 
has not been many price changes of 


importance under miscellaneous chem- 


icals. Chlorate of potash is steadier 
under reported buying from the far 
East. Chlorate of soda is firm at its 


former price. Caustic potash is a shade 
easier on all grades of spot. All grades 
of sal ammoniac are firmly held and 
spot Offerings are scarce. Blue vitriol 
is moving quietly at about former 
prices. Tin oxide has been reduced 3c. 
per pound to 46c. Needle antimony, 
glassmakers’ grade, and antimony ox- 
ide have been reduced per pound. 
Below is a detailed market report of the 
principal items of chemical interest: 
also a summary of the London and 
Liverpool chemical markets:— 


HEAVY CHEMICALS. 


BICARBONATE OF SODA.—Prices 
remain uniformly steady for this 
item and demand continues fairly act- 
ive, both for prompt and future re- 
quirements. Regular contract deliv- 
eries are great enough to prevent any 
material accumulation of stocks. Deal- 
ers quote car lots at 1.65c. for barrels 
and 1.80c. for kegs f. o. b. works. A 
premium of 1-5c. is exacted on all de- 
liveries in this territory, less the usual 
discount terms. Contracts for delivery 
over 1917 are quoted at 1%c. per pound. 

BLEACHING POW DER. — Resale 
lots for domestic consumption have de- 
pressed prices, and the market has 
presented a rather easy appearance all 
week. Spot offerings for domestic use 
have been obtainable as low as 5c. 
per pound. There is still a pronounced 
scarcity of containers used for foreign 
shipment, and goods in export drums 
have brought as high as 2%@3c. per 
pound. Additional lots are not attract- 
ing much attention for domestic use. 
Contracts over next year are quoted 
2%@8c. per pound. 

CAUSTIC SOD A.—Competition 
among sellers of resale lots has result- 
ed in a lowering of the spot price and 
transactions have been reported at 4% 
@4'ec. a pound flat during the interval. 
Contracts over next year are 24@2'éc. 
per pound on the basis of 60 per cent. 

SAL SODA.—The interval has occa- 
sioned no change in prices for this item,

Kelp Potash Industry to Be Ex- 
tended in Canada. 


For several years the question of utiliz- 
ing the supply of raw material to be 
found in the kelp beds along the British 


Columbia coast, for the manufacture of 
potash and other products, has occupied 
the attention of Vancouver capitalists. 
Processes have been perfected by which 
it is claimed that potash can be produced 
from kelp at a cost sufliciently low to 
compete in the American market with 
potash salts imported from Germany. Fx- 
periments have demonstrated that the 
following articles can be produced:—Pot- 
ash, iodine, sugar, mucilage, algin, dex- 
trin, cellulose amd fertilizer.’ 

The Canadian Potash and Algin Com- 
pany (Ltd.) was organized in 1915 and a 
plant established at Sydney, British Co- 
lumbia. It is now utilizing from 30 to 40 
tons of raw kelp daily in the manufac- 
ture of fertilizer. The product is a fine, 
dry, but heavy powder. Plans are being 
made to enlé arge the plant and install spe- 
cial machinery for the extraction of other 
materials from kelp. 

It is believed by the promoters of the 
industry in this Province that the manu- 
facture of iodine and potash, without the 
production of by-products, would not 
prove very profitable in normal times, 
but the increase in the price, especially 
of potash, on account of the war, will 
enable the British Columbia company to
